Governor and Legislative Body Will 
Be in Attendance.

Beautiful Summer Resort at the Foot 
of Pike’s Peak Will Wear Its 
Holiday Attire. 


Colorado Spring's, August 12.—(Speciel 
Correspondence.)—The greatest flower car- 
nival ever held in the west will begin at 
Colorado Springs Tuesday morning and 
continue fn progress unt!] Thursday mid- 
Might. It will be the fifth annual flower 
carnival of the Pike’s Peak region, and 
has already summoned to Colorado Springs 
thousands of people from every part of 
Coloradsa and the whole west. 

This event is to typify and symbolize in 
floral flonts and gorgeous displays the 
progress and development of Colorado. The 
pageant on the third day, which is to be 
the finale of the celebration, w.ll be miles 
in length. In the wilderness of flowers 
will be the legislative bodies of Colorad: , 
headed by Governor Adams and his staff. 
Along with them is expected to be United 
States Senators Teller and Wolcott and 
Representatives Bell and Shafroth. 

Mrs. J. A. Hayes, of Colorado Springs, 
Gaughter of Jefferson Davis, and Jefferson 
Hayes Davis and Willam Davis Hayes, 
grandsors of the world-famous leader of 
the southern confederacy, will occupy a 
piace in the great procession, as will also 


W. S. Jackson, the husband of Helen Huns 
Jackson, and George Rex Buckman, the 
bright perticular star in Colorado's literary 
eireles of the day. Pubkc spirited [liza- 
beth Cass Goddird and W. S. Stratton, the 
mutim'llonaire owner of the Independence 
line at Cripple Creek; General William J. 
Palmer, founder of Colorado Springs and 
the pioneer of developme in the west, 
Judge H. G. Lunt, Hon. John G. Shields, 


E. Barnett and R. R. Taylor will be among 
Other participants of note. 

There will be in the great pageant of the 
g@ray-haired pioneers of Colorado and those 
who have contributed most to the building 


of the commonwealth. Side By side with 
them will ke cowboys from a hundred 


ranches and bands of native Indians from 
the Ute reservations. There will be floats 
representing Colorado's great mining camps 

@nd the products of her irrigated farms 
will be woven into innumerable rich and 
unique designs, 

College boys and alumni from nineteen 
American colleges and universities east and 
west will flaunt their colors and emblems 
from floats bedkcked with Colorado tlowers. 
little children, clad in white, bearing bo- 
quets of Rocky mountain wild flowers and 
branches from mountain pines and quak- 
ing-asp, will ride in the procession on 
mountain burros to typify transportation in 
the Rockies; while railrouds and stage lines 
will mount their displays upon immense 
floats and thus portray the locomotion of 
the plains. 

Six companies of Uncle Sam’s fighting 
Seventh from Port Logan. under command 
of General Otis, will march together with 
the whole of the First regiment of the 
Colorado national euard. Hundreds of ve- 
hicles of every description, garianded with 
the floral wealth of hillside and garden, will 
pass in gay procession through the resort’s 
tree-bordered avenues and the whole pa- 
eeant as it passes will be pelted with flow- 
ers by the throngs on either side. 

The beautiful summer resort at the foot 
of Pike’s Peak will give itself to the carni- 
val spirit, and deck itself with the rare 
flowers that grow in lavish profusion upon 
Colorado’s mountain slopes beside her 
canyon streams and upon her expansive 
plains. 

It ts estimated that 40.00 people will wit- 
ness the events of the week. Fully 15,000 of 
this number will be summer visitors from 
eastern and southern cities and states. 
Special trains over all roads will run into 
Colorado Springs and bring people from 
every resort in the state and every City 
and town of importance in Colorado will 
be represented. : 

The residents of Colorado Springs are a 
cultured and wealthy people ard no ex- 
pense or energy has been spared in making 
the carnival a memorable event Men and 
women of high social standing—many of 
them of more than state reputation—have 
borne a hand in its production. 

Among the notable events of the weck 
will be the horse show on Tuesday after- 
noon. In the carnival of last year the 
horse show was the first ever given in the 
west.

It was patronized by the fashion 
of Colorado and over 15,000 visitors were 
present. 

The combined event lasted four days, and 
was considered the most unique celebration 
ever given west of the Missouri river. 


Notabie gatherings were held and addresses 
were made by those most closely connect- 
ed with the early history of Colorado. 


General Palmer, the founder of Colorado 
Springs, took an active part, as did also 
Dr. William A. Bell, who was closely as- 
sociated with General Palmer in the early 
days; and also Irving Howbert, the pioneer 
of the Pike’s Peak region, and one of the 
influential business men and politicians of 
the state. 

Thus the festival has grown from a 
simple though unique flower parade in 1893 
to be a carnival occupying several days 
with its varied events.. The interest and 
enthusiasm in this year’s festival, mani- 
fested not only by Colorado Springs, but 
the cities ard towns of the state generally, 
warrant the expectation that it will be 
the most elaborate and successful flower 
carnival yet given in the west.

“Through the completion of the southern 
cotton mills, a goodly number of eastern 
plants have found it unprofitable any longer 
to manufucture the eccarser grades of cct- 
ton soods, and hence many of these are 
about to turn their attention to producing 
linen threeds and yarns. That the new 
business will develop into a great indus- 
try seems almost certain. As yet we have 
but little machinery for Weaving the yarns 
frto the various kinds of linen fabrics. and 

hat we have must be fmported from Eng- 

In the near future, however, we will 

ta equip our linen faetories with 

home-made\ machinery, and then we shall 

be thoroughhy independent of the trans-At- 
lantie supply} 

“The revival of weaving flax fabrics, 
seen in the untversal ‘crash’ suit, 
given a mighty boom to the linen 
that will no doubt be permanent, 
there is no other costume as comfortable 
and cool for summer wear.” 

That allusion to “home-made” machinery 
is very suggestive. We are yearly building 
many cotton mills in the south and in- 
variably filling them with machinery from 
the north and east. “Why ts this thus?” 
The iron and steel in many instances come 
from our southern mines, while the wood 
framing and even the bobbins and shuttles 
come from our southern forests. We pay 
freight both ways and by not having 
“home-made” machinery, we swindle our 
own section cut of what she owns and 
ought to utilize. The only hope of our sec- 
tion any other for commercial great- 
ness is to meKe as near practicable 
everything we use and sell our surplus to 
the lass fortunate. Let's make things. 


Alterations in Manuscript. 


It is no infrequent thing for wills and 
deeds and other instruments to be contest- 
éd on account of alleged erasures and alter- 
ations. Bank checks are frequently ‘“rais- 
ed” from an insignificant sum to many 
times their legitimate amount. The Engin- 
eering Magazine gives an interesting ac- 
count of a new method of detecting altera- 
tions in documents which has been devised 
by Mr. Bruylants, of the University of Lou- 
vain. It is based on the following principle: 
When a sheet of paper which has been 
sized and finished is moistened and then 
exposed, after thorough drying, to the ac- 
tion of vapor of iodine, the portion which 
has been moistened assumes a violet tint, 
while the remaining portion of the surface 
ajypears a brownish yellow. When a manu- 
script is suspected of having been fraudu- 
lently altered or retouched, the use of the 
vapor of iodine will often serve to reveal 
the nature and extent of the alteration. 
Those portions which have been rubbed will 
become brownish in tint, and when a rub- 
bed surface is moistened after exposure to 
the fodine it takes a blue color. The out- 
line of the rubbed portions remains per- 
fectly distinct after drying, being paler in 
tint that the rest of the surface. This ac- 
tion is evidently due to the removal of a 
portion of the starch contained in the size. 
The process will also reveal the existence 
of pencil! marks erased by rubbing. The 
pencil point disturbs the surface of the 
paper, and even when the rubbing has been 
so carefully performed that it has not re- 
moved any portion of the surface of the 
paper, the marks are made entirely legibie 
when exposed to the lodine vapor. The use 
of the reagent in shillful hands should give 
material aid in clearing up disputed ques- 
tions of this nature. 

Riches in Stumps. 

An estimate of the possible profit to be 
realized in utilizing pine stumps and 
pitchy waste may be made by assuming 
that every cord of fat pine will yieid 
forty bushels of the best quality metallic 
charcoal, twenty gallons of turpentine, 
forty gallons of tar, forty gallons of tar 
oil amd sixty gallons of pyroligneous acid, 
By a process of redistillation this pyro- 
ligneous acid will yield one and one-half 
to two gallons of alcohol, with from fcur 
to six gallons of acetic acid, besides a 
quantity of creosote. Calculating these 
first five named products at the lowest 
usual price, the returns from a cord will 
net $15. Young sap wood will yield more 
than one-half this quantity of products, 
A plant for this purpose can be built in 
the shape of retorts, each retort of suf- 
ficient size for one-half cord of wood, at 
an outside expense of. say, $300. The time 
required for each charge of one-half cord 
of wood is eight hours, each retort thus 
handling one and one-half cords of wood 
in twenty-four hours, resukting therefore

A Novel Motor. 
From New Igeas., 

“aul Roediger, a young engineer amd elec- 
trician of 1015 Wolf street, Philadelphia, 
haS constructed a motor or engine on 
new and novel prinadples. The one he 
has now at work at his home is of about 
one-half horse power. The motive power 
is hot air. The engine represents wonder- 
ful simplicity, amd yet great effectiveness 
in its construction. It. has but few parts, 
which are readily taken apart and as read- 
ily assembled again, and a «ingle gas jet, 
burning 1 cent’s worth of gas per hour, is 
sufficient to generate one-horse power. 
The ffame is applied to the lower part of 
the upright cylinder. The upper itside 
of tifis is fitted with a piston, which moves 
in a space covering about ome-third -of 
the tube’s length. Moving below this, in 
the same cylinder, is a plunger, consisting 
of an air-tight cylinder, with a small air 
space between the plunger and the walls of 
the tube. The upper exterior of this latter 
is wrapped with for the purpose 
of maintaining a cooling current of wa- 
ter. The action of the heat on the air 
in the lower part of the cylinder moves 
the plunger, and heated air is then forced 
into the upper end, where it is immediate- 
ly chilled and drives the plunger down 
again, and at the same time the piston is 
forced up. These two moving pafts act 
upon -am eccentric, ingeniously arranged so 
that neither is on the center at the same 
moment, each helping the other at this 
critical part of the cycle.

In the model in operation about three 
minutes’ time is required to get the engine 
in motion after the heat has been turned 
on, but one of the novel features is that 
it will run, under load, for the same length 
of time after the gas has been turned off, 
so that practically no time is lost getting 
urer way. The engine is euftematic and 
reeds no skilled attendant. With two 
these power-generating cylinders mounted 
on the same shaft the fly-wheels may be 
dispensed with. Then the motor may be 
operated by means of an electric touch- 
button regulatine the flame. 

There is no possibility of an explosion or 
danger of any character. When the engine 
is under full headway it can be almost in- 
stantly stopped by the mere opening of a 
valve, which allows the hot air to escape 
from the interior of the cylinder. 


Turpentine and Mice. 

Driving away mice from infected cellars 
is an easy matter when oil of turpentine is 
used. It seems that the little rodents have 
a very pronounced antipathy for the odor 
and some woolen rags soaked in oil of tur- 
pentine and placed in front of the holes by 
which mice enter will keep them away. If 
this experiment js repeated for several 
weeks it will eventually Keep the mice away 
entirely. 


Secret Photography. 

One of the most ingenious methods known 
for photographing persons and keeping 
them in ignorance of the fact is that em- 
ployed by the Bank of France. The bank 
has a hidden studio in a gallery behind 
the cashier's desk, so that at a signal from 
one of the bank’s employees any suspected 
customer will instantly have his picture 
taken without his own knowlege. The 
camera has also become very useful in the 
detection of frauds, a word or figure that 
to the eye.seemed completely erased being 
clearly produced in enlarged photographs 
of the document that had been tampered 
with. 


Porcelain and Denistry. 

From The Decorator and Furmisher. 

Many people will be surprised to hear 
that the art of dentistry has so far ad- 
vanced that, not only can teeth be stop- 
pad with real porcelain, chemically pre- 
pared, but broken teeth can. be faced up 
with this material. Not only can this 
be done, but it can be accomplished so 
neatly that the porcelain can actually be 
so colored to nature amd polished that 
none but a dentist could distinguish the 
difference. This process is very much in 
vogue for front teeth, especially in repair- 
ing accidental chips or other damages. 
This is now done in Enmgland, although 
we owe much of the advance both to the 
Americans and Germans. The porcelain 
stopping, invented and sold by the lat- 
ter, is exceedingly handy, and is contained 
in two small bottles, one holding the porce- 
lain amd another the solvent and ce- 
ment combined. The porcelain is in the 
form of powder before being worked up 
into a paste, and it is taking the place 
of both gold and the old metallic stopping; 
the latter is composed cheify of mercury 
and silver. Now, if a dentist cam so 
readily use porcelain, color it to nature, 
and cause jit to harden by the admixture 
of certain chemicals, the china riveter 
and repairer has at hand a valuable aid 
in restoring old china. This method 
would recommend itself before the clum- 
sy filling up and staining of plaster of par- 
is in the formation of new hands, feet, 
noses and other extremities, which al- 
ways seemg to be in the way and get 
broken first. The new product will also 
be useful in the final stopping, even after 
glazing, of many a valuable work of art, 
now relegated to the seconds corner of the 
warehouse. The future possibilities of this 
discovery may even be greater than are at 
present anticipated.

It is well 
Known that copies of designs, drawings, 
calculations and letters on flat paper are 
easily produced in any quantity by pho- 
tography; and the process is simple and 
cheap. One great advantage of photograph- 
ing such papers is the great economy of 
Space. A photographic reproduction of any 
paper need scarcely be one-hundredth the 
size of the original, and yet be not only 
perfectly legible, but retain every partic- 
ularity of the original. Desk cameras are 
ranufactured by wiJdch it is practical to 
copy any Manuscript, plans, designs or 
drawings in time and with infinitely 
less labor than by hand. 


A Lightning Scorcher. 

A mechanical wonder has been heralded 
in Eng!and, which, if the claig@@s of the pro- 
moters be justified, will completely eclipse 
the chainless wheels of which so much  s/! 
expected another season. It is expected 
that the new wonder will be on public 
view for the first time at the forthcoming 
Stanley Cycle show in London.

Although inconsistency {s generally con-

time has acquainted the world with all 
the greater qualities of the hero, as well 
as many of his faults and weaknesses. 

Notwithstanding his dauntless cour 
age and his utter fearlessness in 
the great aftairs, and dangers with 
which he was associated, he was 
very much afraid of the _ influence 
of women, as was proved in his fear and 
aversion of Madame de Stael.

Nothing more conclusively proves 
the fear Napoleon had for Madame de Staci, 
and at the same time his lack of gallantry 
at times toward the fair sex, than extracts 
from his letters, written at almost the 
zenith of his glory, to “The Citizen Joseph 
Bonaparte,” as he thus addressed his 
brother:

POLICE FOR THE COUNTRY 


A System for Policing the Rural Dis- 
tricts Should Be Arranged by 
the Next Legislature. 


For The Constitution. 

Whosoever doeth a thing to bless 
culture blesses au mankind—this 1s 
notion and this shall be our aim. 

The assaults upon women in the 
districts have become so numerous that 
high time there was a movement to 

their occurrence. An agitatten 
should commence at 
who can devise a plan 
bring it forward before agficulture 
south receives a blight from which 
it will take years to recover, 

We have thought of two plans 
connection, One is to work the farms 
from rural villages. That is, for the four 
or five plantations cornering together to 
gather their | at these corners and 
from there work the farm s. ‘This would 
be a plan in which it would be 
procure co-operation, and consequently 
we dismiss it and pass to our second plan, 
that could be easily arranged 
foot by our next legislature. 

This is a 
and it is the best thing we 
to think of. 

Let the next legislature pass a law 
ating a captain of country police for every 
militia district. The office might be joined 
to that of justice of the peace, or the 
balliff elected for each militia district 
might be known as the captain of pelice 
also. 

No matter how it is arranged, so that 
we have a man in each district author- 
ized by law to organize a patrol and arrest 
or inquire into any suspil- 
cious person. Every citizen subject to mill- 
tia duty might-be made Subject te the or- 
ders of the captains. But there would be 
no trouble in getting men to go on rounds 
make arrest whenever 
The only thing is- to 
system lawful and the rest 
will follow. Men disposed to commit 
crime would know that the eyes of these 
police were upon them and that they would 
surely be brought to justice if a crime was 
committed. 

In the days of slavery we had a “‘patero- 
ler’’ system in the south that did good 
work in policing the country. In those days 
there were none of these assaults upon wo- 
men, nor did they occur in the war period, 
when men at home were very scarce, but 
it is a fact, in favor of the system, that 
the few men at home during the war 
Were very watchful and diligent as pa- 
trollers. In those days a suspicious white 
man would have had to give an account 
of himself. Negroes traveled easily on 
proper passes, and we can’t see now why 
a man traveling in a strange country 
should object to having along proper cre- 
dentials. Of course, there would be some 
complaints to grow out of such a system, 
but there are serious complaints now and 
unless. something is done to make women 
and children feel secure at home we will 
have to quit making crops and all go to 
town together. 

I dvubt if our plans are fhe best that 

could be devised in this matter. Others 
may think of ways better, and the thing 
for them to do is.to bring them forward, 
for 1] am sure that a feeling of more se- 
curity than now exists must be felt by 
country people or a terrible blight will 
fall upon agriculture in the south. I hope 
to see the matter agitated in time for the 
next legislature to fall upon ‘some plan 
to give relief from the dread that now 
exists. Perhaps that in solving this we 
may fall upon some plan to make the 
country school a greater success. It 
strikes us that the rural vil- 
lages spoken of above would be 
bereficial in school matters, and might be 
the cause of engaging the people to act in 
concert in the establishing of these vil- 
lages. 
This is the most important question that 
confronts the next legislature. There is 
not a particle of use in going forward: with 
echools or anything else unless the people 
Can stay in the country and follow the pur- 
Buit of agriculture. There is not a mother 
but what feels uneasy when she and her 
children are left at their lome by them- 
selves, and if the daughters go out to the 
isolated schoolhouse there is a dread till 
their return. This must be corrected at 
any cost. Agriculture must proceed, and 
it cannot under the existing circumstances. 
A blight is uwpon us, and let every man 
feel it his duty to correct the evil. 

I have always felt kindly toward the 
negroes, and have never joined in any 
crusade against them; but after thirty 
years of close watching and a calm and 
unprejudiced look into the future I have 
firmly concluded that the two races cannot 
remain together., 

How far distant the time is when there 
must be a division I cannot say, but it must 
come. Circumstances will have much to do 
with bringing the matter to a focus. For 
instance—just as a hint as to the thought 
in the matter—suppose that a foreign war 
was to break upon us, which is not im- 
rrobable—of course the negroes would take 
@ part in that war, and no doubt that 
heroes would evolve from the race. When 
the war was over the negro regiments 
would march home upon the same footing 
as white regiments, and I am liberal 
enough to say that I believe the negroes 
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now wot not of under the trials of 4 war, 
and would rightfully feel an interest in 
this government that they have never had 
a right to feel: before. 

I throw out this hint as a brief way of 
fllustrating that something might occur at 
any time to add prestige to the negro. It 
may not be war, but as the trend ts run- 
hing, the negro is sure to build upon his 
own self importance and become 2&ggressive 
in proportion. Just so far will they De al- 
lowed to advance and no farther. In a 
country to themselves they could advance 
on and on, and J], fo: would bid them 
godspeed; but may the good Lord preserve 
the dear old south from the consequences 
of another forward step by a race that is 
not equal and shall not be. 

In all the history of Indian cruelty and 
Indian atrocity, they were never brutes to 
assault women. They were cruel from our 
standpoint, and fought over every foot of

ENGLAND’S LARGEST FARM. 


It Is Situatel in Lincolnshire and Con- 
tains 2,500 Acres. 


From The London Tit-Bits. 

It may not generally be known, but !{t ta 
a fact, thet the largest farm in England {s 
in Lincolnshire. Five miles from Louth. 
onthe Louth and Lincoln line, is the parish 
of Witheal!. The farm occuples the entire 
parish, and tts area is upward of 2.550 acres. 
Nearly 2,000 acres are under the plow, and 
from that may be gathered an idea of the 
number of horses required to work this 
large undertaking. 

The farm is so large that three yards ara 
needed. They are named the north yard, 
the south yard and the home yard. There 
is also a smaller supplementary one—the 
New Farmstead. Ten cottages form the 
homes of the laborers at the north and 
south vards, while near the home yard Is 
situated Witheall house, the residence of 
J. W. Ward, the lessee of the farm. The 
railway runs olose by. Near are also the 
church—a. prettily built edifice and pleas- 
antly situated—the rectorv and the schools, 
The district ts very hilly.and in conse- 
quence of this there have been made two 
large cuttings so as to form a road to the 
north farm. In one of them may be seen 
a thin bed of fuller’s earth. 

Down the valley, which {ts crossed by an 
embankment formed of the chalk taken 
from the cuttings, may be seen a small res- 
ervoir. This supplies the whole parish with 
water. e 

Some years ago the owner, (Mr. Clayton, 
caused pipes to be laid all over the farm, so 
as to supply both houses and cattle. The 
water is forced from the reservoir by a very 
ingenious contrivance consisting of a water 
wheel and ‘“‘donkey’’ pump. There are 
roughly speaking, about six miles of water 
pipes. The water is exceptionally good and 
throughout the driest of summers there is 
always a constant supply. 

There are a large number of animals on 
the place, including about seventy working 
horses, upward of 500 beasts, 3,000 sheep and 
the pigs at the last census numbered 100 
The farm is made up of large fields, eight of 
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Martha (who was engaged to Chollie)—I have given up the {dea of marryingthis fall. 
Maude (who is going to marry him)—Chollie hasn't. 
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the fields to be cut up, for its area was over 
five hundred acres. A part of the same 
field now meesures 130 acres. A steam cul- 
tivator. with two powerful locomotives, is 
constantly at work, while twelve horses 
may often be seen plowing in one field. 

The, cattle are sent into the “marshes” 
for the summer and brought home in the 
autumn. Eeverything is clean and neatly 
kept and@ it requires no great discriminative 
power to know when the limit of Witheall 
farm is reached. 

A great feature is the plowing, for the 
“boys” take a perfect pride in their fur- 
rows, and if any one wants to see a furrow 
a quarter of a mile long and as straight 
as a dart let him inspect the work on this 
expansive farm. 

Agricultural depression 
outwardly at any rate, to affect this dis- 
trict to any remarkable degree.

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Is IT LEATHERSTOCKING’S CAVE 


A Discovery Renently Made Near Ot- 
sego Lake, New York. 

The recent discovery of a new cave on 
the east side of Otsego lake, neir Point 
Judith, or Kingfisher’s tower, in the third 
ledge of rocks, will prove of much interest 
to readers of Cccper’s tales, says a writer 
in The New York Times. Just where the 
Leatherstocking cave, spoken of by Coop- 
er, is lccated has ever been a matter of 
Cispute. It is prebable that the new cave 
practically settles this beyond a question.

Salisbury carried a hook, which he 
frequently used when hunting, and at- 
tempted to poke the ccon from the crevico 
ne-was supposed to be in. The loose mate- 
rial covering the hole gave way, and the 
dog followed the animal into the rocks. 
Salisbury continued to work at the spot, 
and soon succeeded in making a hole large 
enough to admit his body. He crawled into 
the hole and found himself in a cave large 
enough for him to stand erect in. The cave 
extends into the rocks about thirty feet, 
ind grows larger as it goes deeper into the 
rocks. For a long time Mr. Salisbury kept 
the discovery a secret. Finally the knowl- 
edge of the find reached the Fernleigh 
farm, the summer residence of the Clarks, 
and Mrs. Clark has directed that the stones 
and loose earth that block the entrance be 
cleared away. This will be done. The stones 
that block the entrance to the cave are 
so placed as to indicate that they were laid 
by human hands. The discovery hag caused 
much speculation, and is considered of 
much value by those interested in Cooper’s 
works. 1t adds another place of interest to 
the many that already surround the little 
Village on the shores of the haunted lake 
where even today there linger the same 
ghostlike inspirations that Eave the noy- 
elist material for his not faultless but none 
the less interesting tales.

CA True Story of life in Kaffirland. 
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In 1650 the adventurous Dutchmen pur- 
chased from a Hottentot chief a little land 
at Table bay, and on it founded a settle- 
ment of 10 men and women, taken for 
Charity from the almshouses of Amster- 
dam. This settlement finally grew into the 
city of Cape Town. By degrees more 
Dutchmen came there, and their territories 


gradually extended eastward and north- 
ward. Their only opponents were the yel- 
low-skinned Hottentots, and these they 


easily subdued. When, during the Napol- 
conic wars, the cape colony passed into the 
hands of the British, the immigration of 
Dutch almost ceased, and that of English- 
speaking people began. 

Now, while the Briton was establishing 
himself at the west, another people, dark- 
skinned, vigorous and warlike kKaffirs, were 
Steadily advancing southward frem the 
northeast, conquering in their course, and 
knowing no obstacle till crossing’ the 
Great Fish river, about 1828, they met for 
the first time among the hills of Albany 
the ‘‘white-skinned sons of the sea.” 

Ignorant of firearms and disdaining the 
bow of the Bushman, the tall, athletic 
Kaffir fought only with the assegai or ja- 
velin, the sole weapon they even now han- 
die with dexterity. At their very first meet- 
ing with the English they were driven 
back, for the javelin-throwing warrior, 
coming on on foot, was no match for the 
rifle-armed and mounted white. 

As up to that time none of their nation 
had ever seen a horse, what must have 
been the surprise of these dusky hordes at 
the strange sight of horse-riding soldiers 
killing them from afar, with what, to 
them, appeared to be like Hghtning and 
crackling thunder. At this time also Eng- 
lish settlements began to spring up, and 
the distance from them to the kaffir kraals 
Was not more in many instances than a 
day’s ride. 

On the outermost edge of the settlements 
of the district of Paddie a young English- 
man named Featherston took up some 
land and built for himself a substantial 
house with broad verandas on every side. 
It was most delightfully located, and the 
bright green young orange trees were al- 
ready adorned with golden fruits when his 
wife arrived from England. No kaffir 
had ever been seen around the homestead. 
They had Hottetntot servants and horses 
and cattle and from day to day their life 
went smoothly on. 

One evening they were happily sitting 
in the veranda, when the servants, beet- 
ling clothes down at the stream and lazily 
gathering up the bundles of linen to fetch 
in, suddenly dropped everything and ran 
screaming to Mr. Featherston: “The kaf- 
firs are coming! The Kaffirs are coming!” 

Featherston saw that his gun beside him 
was ready, but continuea coolly smoking. 
His wife was alarmed, but at his persua- 
siom- she, too, kept her pace. A kaffir 
chief with ten followers was walking slow- 
ly toward the Stretching out his 
hands he made signs o1 asking for some- 
thing to eat. Mr. Featherston called one 
of the Hottentots who had for some time 
been a prisoner among the Kaffir to act 
as interpreter. The chief said that he and 
his young men had gone out hunting, and 
had got no game; and now night was com- 
ing, and they were far from home, and nad 
nothing to eat. Mr. Featherston didn't 
feel very well pleased at ther visit. Still, 
now that they had come, he determined to 
treat them well and make friends of them. 
The chief was a handsome faced young fel- 
low of twenty-five, and was altogether a 
gentlemanly savage. The Meatherstons ad- 
mired him, invited him and his men into 
the house, and seated them in the dining 
room before a plentiful repast. During the 
meal the alarm which their first coming 
had caused very soon disappeared. When 
the meal was over they smoked in the ve- 
randa, and while they smoked a thunder- 
etorm came on. The chief then asked if 
they might sleep on the verenda. Mr. 
Featherston, however, had the dining 
room cleared out, and the kaffir guests 
stretched themselves on the rug skins car- 
peting the floor, and they all slept with 
confidence of the good intentions of the 
chief. Mr. Featherston himself had. nv 
hesitation in taking his night's rest in a 
hammock in the veranda. In the morn- 
ing the Chief came out and thanked him 
most profusely for his hospitality. He 
thought that Featherston had slept outside 
so as to leave room for him and his follow- 
ers insid&, and his gratitude and sense of 
obligation were all the greater on this ac- 
count. On departing the chief pr: sented 
his leopard skin kaross to his host and in- 
vited him to visit him at his kraal on the 
tenth day following. “Be good enough to 
bring your friends with you,”’ said he, “‘and 
be sure to come on horses, for such a sight 
none of my viilage has ever yet beheld.’ 
Mr. Featherston promised that he would

Eight sets of clubs are required, of which 
four sets are black and four are white.

There is no rule in regard to 
setting out the field, that being regulated

The object of the play ts to bowl over 
the clubs of the opposing team. Each club 
Knocked down or displaced scores e, or a

is a more difficult feat than one might at 
first imagine. A club displaced or knocked 
down scores one for the team playing 
as said above, except it be that a player 
displaces his own team’s clubs by any 
means; in such case the score goes to the 
opposing team.

When a club is down, not onl 
be reset, but the t-al! put in een gf yes yA 
first, from the center. The clubs must be 
displaced clearly by the ball; a foul {g 
made if the clubs are displaced by the op 
ponents by any other means than by the 
batted ball. Should any one move or 
throw down a club by any means, a score 
is madsg which counts for the enemy. 

Touching the ball with the hands, holé 
ing the ball by any part of the person 
kicking the ball for a seore. tripping, re 
straining opponent's étick, pushing 
leaving one’s position before the ball is in 
Play. are fouls and have the foregoing 
penalty. 

Pin hockey is a game tn which rchere fs 
very little time for thinking, quick play 
being necessary to prevent, if possible, the 
opponent getting the ball, the game. 
therefore, resolves itself into the liveliest 
sort of pastime on this account.

Should a player lose more than he 
makes he is minus: should he gain more 
than he loses, he is plus and has played 
a valuable game. Very often a strong 
offensive player is valueless because of 
weak defense.

Only those living in the border states 
during the great civil war can fully ap- 
preciate the state of things there. Mis- 
souri was a skirmishing ground if not a 
battlefield. Boys too young and men too 
old and infirm to be enlisted in the regular 
Bervice, or even enrolled in the militia, 
were often forced to sieze a musket and 
help defend some camp, fort or ammuni- 
tion train. Price was the great dread, and 
Joe Shelby and Quentrell the nightmare. 
Often the farmer was compeiled to leave 
his plow, the blacksmith -his anvil, the 
merchant close his é6tore to repel an at- 
tack. A single incident which happened 
to myself will fully illustrate the condition 
of uhe country. 

In the early autumm of 1864 I was an un- 
dersized lad just turned fifteen. I was 
strong and active, but gained my growth 
so slowly that when I tried to enter the 
volunteer cavalry service, | was rejected 
as too small. If there is any®a.ng harrow- 
ing to the soul of a boy of fifteen it is to 
be called too small. I had heard the 
thunder of three battles, witnessed half 
a dozen skirmishes and so much military 
display that my soul was on fire for the 
field of carnage. 

The men seldom traveled much in those 
days. If there was an errand to perform 
at the town or the mill, a woman or boy 
was usually sent. They were seldom mo- 
lested, while men were either shot down 
or mada captives and dragged to prison, 
or forced to join one or the other of the 
hostile armies. My father was a farmer 
and owned a large number of cattle, which 
roamed on the great prairie east of our 
farm. The main road through the coun- 
try, along which so many thousands of 
soidiers marched, was two or three miles 
east of our house. Being off the main 
road, we were not molested like our ne'igh- 
bors, whose homes were on the great thor- 
oughbfare. 

A large number of our cattle having 
S6trayed from their regular range. one 
bright morning early in September I was 
sent by my Tather to find them. I saddled 
my favorite steed, a small fhree-year-old 
mare called Kit. 

Mounted on my fleet steed, I was soon 
galloping along the road and across the 
great prairie, occasionally sighting a small 
bunch of cattia, and galioping toward 
them to see if any of ours was with them. 

A cloud of dust along the road attracted 
‘my attention, and, boy like, I galloped to- 
ward it. It proved to be a part of three 
companies of soldiers, with come ammuni- 
tion wagons and two pieces of field artil- 
lery going from our county seat to a town 
in the next county below, at that time 
threatened by a division of Shelby’s men. 
The soldiers were under command of Ma- 
jo> Rodgers, an officer with whom I was 
partially acquainted, as he liad been at 
my father’s house on two or three occa- 
sions. 

I started Kit at a gallop and iashed on 
to overtake Yhem, and ride with them as 
far as the village, not two miles distant. 
When within 300 or 40 paces of them 
there suddenly rang out a sharp report 
from the bushes on my left, accompanied 
by the whistle of a bali above or below 
my mare’s neck. She made one terrible 
bound into the air, and had I not been a 
skilled rider I would have been unseated. 
Then came a cracking, crashing sound of 
firearms all along. the line of marching 
troops, accompanied by the most terrific 
yells. The sokjiers were unprepared for 
the ambuscade, and retreated pell melil 
down the hill on their right into an open 
plain. After the first shock Kit stood still 
for the space of three seconds, and then 
flew like the wind in the direction the am- 
munition wagons and horses were going, so 
that [| was in the midst of the disorganized 
troops before I was aware of it. They had 
halted in an old field under the hill, half 
@ mile from the place of the attack. 

Half a mile south of the point of am- 
buscade was an elevation known as Gump- 
tion hill, and the confederates, instead 
of pursuing the routed troops, retired to 
the top of this hill, no doubt to await the 
arrival of re-enforcements. There were 
not to exceed BO of them, and though 
they had captured the cannon, they had 
very Little ammunition for them. 

Major Rodgers was a brave man, and 
exerted every effort to rally and reform 
his routed troops. By the time he had 
got them in line of battle, however, the 
eremy were .seen retiring to Gumption 
hii. The wagons were quickly unloaded 
and their arms and ammunition distribut- 
ed. A few mounted men galloped away 
to the village hard by to “impress every 
man and boy capmble of bearing. arms 
to assist in recovering the artillery and 
disicdging the enemy from Gumption hill. 

* The major had 237 men and officers under 
him, some of whom were cnrolled militia, 
and with what he could impress from the 
village and surrounding country, he ‘:oped 
to be able to retake his cannon and the 
ammunition wagons. My mare had scarce- 
ly stopped in the midst of the § routed 
troops ere I was ordered to dismount, and 
making Kit fast toa fence stake, a musket 
and accourterments were handed to me. 
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fifty men and boys, some of whom were 
eager to take part in the coming fray. 
Some farmers from the surrounding ccun- 
try. learning that the troops had been at- 
tacked, were coming of their own eccord 
to take part in the struggle. We could 
sce the dead soldier and three wounded 
men lying upon the big road. One of the | 


wounded men was feebly crawling awny 
from the place where he had fallen. For- 
tunately for our sympathies, we were too 
far away to hear their cries for help. 

The confedermtes were evidently expecting 
re-enforcements or they would not have 
waited for us to attack them. Some one 
who had. been up in the church ‘steeple 


| 
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around to the. right. Forward, double 
quick, march!’”’ ; 
“Run,” interpreted the man behind. -We 


trailed arms and made a dnsh across the 


narrow space. The thhead of the column 
was over before the musketry from the 
hill began blazing at us. Before I was 


hardly aware of it I was out in the open 
space amd the bullets whizzing like hail 
about my ears. It seemed a marvel that 
so few men were struck. I don’t remember 
to have seen any one go down while we 
were crossing the narrow vale, but soon 
after we had crossed one of the young 
farmers was wounded. 

While the officers were dressing our lines 
I saw a young farmer mamed Sears who 
had beem impressed into the ranks, sud- 
denly drop his gun and begin to ecratch 
his leg near the ankle. I could not im- 
agine what ailed him until I saw the tears’ 
of agony trickling down his cheeks. Skir- 
mishers were deployed to push on through 
the bushes and started at once. The skir- 
mishers were old soldiers and experiesiced 
in that kind of business. We followed 
a few minutes later, tearing our way 
through the thicket as best we could, 

The firing was slow at first, but grew 
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“Did You Stub Your Toe, Milt?’ 
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with a powerful field glass reported a 
large body of men coming toward the vil- 
lage, but they were too far away to de- 
termine whether they were friends or 
enemies. 

While we were waiting for the new re- 
cruits to get their guns and load them, 
there came the boom of a cannon from the 
top of Gumption hill. I saw a big wreath 
of smoke curl from the ‘hilltop, and next 
instant a black speck went roaring over 
our heads. I heard the cannon ball tear- 
ing through the air, and Major Rodgers 
said: 

“They haven't got many of those to 
spare.” 

The impressed men and raw recruits 
were mixed among the soldiers, all placed 
in the front ranks so they could not shoot 
any on their own side. 

‘Boys,”” said the major, riding his 
white thhorse down along the line, ‘“‘we 
are going up that hill to get those guns. 
I want every one to bear in mind that 
the sooner this is over, the better it will 
be for all concerned.’’ He then gave the 
ofder to advance.

Every Missouri lad of my age at that 
time knew how to handle a gun, and I 
had seen so much of military life that 
Il was a pretty fair soldier.

We stood a long time in the sun wait- 
ing for the press gang to come back 
with the men and boys they had gone to 
the village to get.

I wore a straw hat, was in my 
shirt sleeves and had a pair of cowhide 
boots on my feet.

aged to keep up with them. The faces 
of all the men were stern and some very 
pale. 

My thoughts were of home, parents and 
relatives, and even Kit, whom it seemed 
cruel to tie up in the fence corner to, 
be made a target for their cannon balls.

flashed and | dodged—I could not help it 
When we renched Gumption hill we halbkted 
behind so: trees and bushes, which 
screened us.

With the rashness of a raw recruit 
I had charged up the hill, and now, with 
all the fear of a panic-stricken soldier in 
his first battle, I was crazed with fright. I 
don’t know why I was scared. I never 
stopped to reason, but like a maniac flew 
down the hill until I was seized by one of 
the non-commissioned officers and told te 
stop. 

We had been beaten about half way down 
the hill, when suddenly there arose a tre 
mendous shout from the northwest side, 
and volley after volley announced the ar- 
rival of re-enforcements for some one. At 
first we could not tell on which side the re 
enforcements had come, but we were not 
long left in doubt. The stars and stripes 
at the head of 500 colored troops were seeD 
ascending on the other side. It was fun 
for us to see those negroes sweep the 
enemy off the top of Gumption hill. In 
less than five minutes after the darkies 
raised the first yell the enemy were flying 
away toward the dense forest on the south- 
west of the village, leaving us masters 
of the field, with the artillery and all of 
the ammunition train they had captured 
in ou posseesion. 

The line of advancing men seen from the 
steeple of the church had proved to be 
mounted negro infantry, sent to help guard 
the ammunition train. The confederates, 
whe were expecting re-enforcements, sup- 
posed they were their own friends, until 
they burst like a cyclone upon them, and 
saved us from defeat. We had six killed 
and nine wounded, of whom one killed and 
two wounded were impressed or volunteer 
citizens. Shelby’s men left nine dead and 
five wounded on the field. Beyond being a 
little powder-burned, scratched and bruised, 
I was uninjured. They had given me 
twelve rounds of ammunition, and I turned 
over threa cartridges with my musket, sc 
I suppose T must have fired nine shots 
during tha fight. 

When all was over and the enemy in full 
retreat. I turned over my gun and equip 
ments and went to Kit, whom I found nib 
bling the grass in the fence corner here

Mr. Sancoe goes on to tell that in the 


wreck of the “invincible armada’ many 
ships of that mighty fleet were cast ashore 
on the coast of Galway.and Mayo. In some 
instances the sailors escaped, and were 
able to form small fishing colonies. Eng- 
lish trade was, to a large extent, closed 
to Ireland in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, and the merchants of Galway 
(then a flourishing seaport) sent their ships 
to Bordeaux, Cadiz and Lisbon. The Span- 
ish sailors who had settled in Connaught 
sent for their wives and sweethearts by 
means of these ships. Being of the Catho- 
lic faith, they got on well enough with the 
people, and for many generations they re- 
mained a race as distinct as that of the 
Basques. In this way are accounted for the 
swarthy, Andatusian-looking farmers, la- 
borers and priests whom one meets in the 
west of Ireland, with such unusual patron- 
ymics as Jagoe, Sancoe, Pedro, Nandy 
(Ernandez), Hoohan (Juan), Hosey (Jose), 
and Miggle (Miguel). 

A movement is now on foot among the 
Spanish descendants to compel the Irish 
local government board to give them back 
the proper spelling of their names, in place 
of the hideous corruptions now to be found 
in ‘“Thorn’s Irish Directory.”

holds a unique reputation as a speechmak- 
er. He has probably made more speeches 
Jong and short, on a greater variety of sub- 
jects, than any other man in the United 
States. I remember that he told me last 
year that for many weeks during the win- 
ter season he made an average of five 
Fpecches every week. As these speeches are 
On €Very imaginable subject, from agricul- 
ture to abstract science and art, they re- 
quire a great deal of work in preparation. 
Mr. Depew is a very busy man, with the 
Management of a great railroad on his 
lands, and he would not be able to make 
£0 many speeches were it not for the ex- 
cellent arrangement of his library. This li- 
brary is a large one, and is well stocked 
with standard works, but the striking thing 
about it is that it is a speechmaker’s libra- 
ry. It is filled with works of reference, 
handb .oks, historical wcrks and biogra- 
rhies. 

When Mr. Depew is called upon for a 
Speech on any subject, he turns to his 
library and obtains the facts, which his 
wit and eloquence afterwards clothe in a 
form that delights his hearers. 

“Suppose,”’ said Mr. Depew, in discussing 
this subject some time ago. “suppose I am 
asked to make a speech on Michael Angelo 
before some art association tomorrow 
night. I will confess that what I know 
about Michael Angelo and what I could say 
about him offhand would make a pretty 
Slim kind of a epeech. But when I go 
heme tonight I look for Michael Angelo. 
I find in my library three of four little 
books telling about the work that he did, 
the time when he lived and the man him- 
self. I run through these books, and then 
I go out tomorrow night and fresco off 
Mr. Michael Angelo in a way that causes 
people to say: ‘Why, you must have stud- 
led Angelo’s period and Angelo’s art for 
years.’ Years! Why I’ve spent half an hour 
Or perhaps an hour with Mr. Angelo. It’s 
really very simple.” 

President Jacob Gould Schurman, of Cor- 
nell university, is an eminent scholar and 
philosopher, who has built up his library 
by careful selection of books that were 
useful to him. Mr. Schurman is now the 
head of the great university, has plenty 
of means and can buy any book that he 
wants, but he began his library when he 
Was a grocer’s clerk in Nova Scotia and 
when every book that he bought meant 
weeks of saving and self-denial. 

Wren I called on President Sehurman a 
couple of years ago he led ine into his li- 
brary, and taking down a/ half dozen 
thumbed and battered vo! es, said, as 
he patted each one affectionately on the 
back: ‘“‘These books: medn more to me than 
all the others that I own, for I went with- 
out my dinner many a day in order to get 
them.’”’ 

And as I glanced over the titles of the 
books I noticed that not one of them be- 
longed to the “Nebraska Nell’ series. They 
were all books that aided Mr. Schurman to 
gain an education, and helped to make him 
@ college president instead of a clerk in a 
country store in a littie Canadian town. 

Many other examples of the same thing 
might be given. A New York banker, who 
is a great admirer of Dante, bas collected 
mot only everything that the Italian poet 
Wrote, but also everything that has been 
written about him, until he has the most 
complete information about Dante. of any 
man in the country. This may be a fad, 
tait the banker can be certain that his Li- 
brary is good for something. 

The late Nathaniel Moak, of Albany, in 
his lifetime one of the prominent lawyers 
of the country, gathered lawbooks all his 
life, and had the most complete collection 
of any single man in the country. That 
library hagpnow been turned over to one 
of the great law schools. and will always 
preserve the name of the man who built 
it up. ' 

& It is surprising what even a little work, 
with a settled plan in mind, will do in 
obtaining a valuable collection of books. It 
coes mot require great capital nowadays 
to own a library that will be a useful work- 
shop—only great patience and careful judg- 
mept. So, in my opinion, the best advice 
that can be given to a young man or Wwo- 
man who is looking forward to a profes- 
sional or scientific of literary career, is: 
Buy books, but buy only books that’ will be 
useful to you, and that can be used “3s 
hely mates in your work. 
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A Peaceful Hero. 

The story goes that an Englishman civil- 
fan once knocked down a peaceably in- 
tentioned Frenchman, because the latter 
happened to call the’ Englishman a non- 
combatant. ‘‘No Briton,” the pugil’st de- 
clared in explanation, ‘‘wants to hear him- 
self spoken of as a non-combatant, last 
of all by a Frenchman.” Yet if some one 
would write such a history of mon-com- 
batant heroes as might be compiled from 
authentic records of even modern wars, it 
would be a record of bravery impossible 
to beat; and censpicuous among its brav- 
est and best characters would stand out 
Napoleon's surgeon-in-chief, Baron Larrey. 
In these days, though we hear so much of 
Napoleon and his soldiers, we have not 
heard enough of Larrey, who was a better 
man than all of them. He attended friend 
and foe alike on the battle field, and he 
revolutionized the treatment of common 
soldiers, for before his time it was only offi- 
cers who got much surgical attention. He 
gaid that a physician haa no enemies but 
disease and death, and once he had nearly 
died of a malignant fever he had contract- 
ed in tending some Engtish prisoners in 
Spain. 

In a battle in Egypt General Lilly’s knee 
was shattered by a bullet, and Larrey, 
geeing that it was imperative to save the 
general's life, amputated the leg under the 
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enemy's fire in three mfnutes time. Just 
as it was off, the Eriglish cavairy drew 
down upon them. Larrey lifted up his pa- 
tient, and carried him aftcr the retreating 
French army, taking a snort cut over 
ditches where the cavalry could not follow. 
In the end he completed his job and saved 
the officer's life.

tain supplies for the sick and wounded 
had been left on the voiher side; fearful 
confusion reigned, death was on every side.

wild scene the sold‘ers recognized him and 
came out of the delirium of the hour iato 
heroism at the sight. ‘“‘Let’ us save him 
who saves us,”’ they cried, and he recrossed 
the river in the arms of men before whom 
all the frantic crowd gave way. At Es- 
Sslingen, the officers of the staff com- 
plained to Napoleon that their horses had 
been shot by command of th2’surgeon-in- 
chief; Larrey was summoned. 

“What,’’ said the emperor, 
ventured on your own 
kill my officers’ 
the wounded?” 

“Yes, sire,’’ soid Larrey; and not another 
word did he add to that superb answer. 
And for that answer Napoleon made him 
a baron of the empire. Napoleon never 
showed himself in so good a light as in all 
relating to Baron Larrey. In his will he 
wrote: “Il bequeath to the  surgeon-in- 
chief of the French army, Larrey, 1(0,0.0 
francs. He is the most virtuous man I have 
ever known.,”’ 

Among the names of the great soldiers 
engraved on the arc de Triomphe in Paris 
stands that of this gallant, brave, tender- 
hearted physician.

Several newspapers, in explaining to their 
reacers how Queen Victoria came to suc- 
‘ceed William IV, say it was because ghe 
was his niece. That is the truth, says The 
Boston Transcript, but only half the truth, 
for William IV had nephews and other 
nieces, George III's first, second, tnird and 
fourth scns were respé ctively the prince of 
Wales, afterwards George IV, who diced 
childless in 1830; Frederick, duke of York, 
who died in 1827, also without children; 
William, duke of Clarence, who died Wil- 
liam IV, Jure 20, 1837, without lawful issue, 
¢nd Edward, duke of Kent and Sirathearn, 
and earl of Dublin, who diced January 24 
1820, aged fifty-three, leaving as the scle 
issue of his niarriage with Princess Vic- 
toria of Leiningen, a baby daughter, now 
Queen Victoria. The queen succeeded Wil- 
liam IV, not because she was simply his 
niece, but because she was the only child 
of the brother next to him in the order of 
succession. Had Queen Victorian had a 
brother she would in all probability not 
have bcen a personage of historical cele- 
brity, save in the contingency of succecd- 
ing him. Her rights were those devolved 
on her from her father. At the time ghe 
succeeded to the throne her uncles -the 
dukes of Cumberland, of Sussex and Cam- 
bridge—were living, younger brothers of 
her father and junio: to him in the line 
of succession in the order named. The 
duke of Cumberland (who became king eof 
Hanover on the death of William IV) was a 
man of such despotic temper and princi- 
ples that ail England cherished the Princess 
Victoria as standing between it and his 
succession to the throne. He had lawful 
issue, as had the duke of Cambridge. The 
duke of Sussex, a most estimable man, 
married twice, but these unions being re- 
pugnant to the provisions of the royal 
marriage ac:, his chi:dren were barred 
from the line of succession. From the 
revolution of 1688 rece the. Jacobite party, 
made up of those who supported the cause 
of James II, his sons and descendants, 
The picturesque modern Jacobites do not 
recognize Queen Victoria, despite the fact 
that her succession is due to her Stuart 
biood, for she is a d@irect descendant of 
Elizabeth, daughter of James I, to whose

heirs the title to the throne devolved by 
the act of settlement on the death of 
Anne,

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‘BOYS BUILD AN EXPOSITION: 
it Is a Miniature Representation of 
the Atlanta Fair and Was Built 
by Two Atlanta Boys. 


Two enterprising, bright little boys are 
George Marchmont and Oliver Bloodworth, 
of this city. 

Neither of them is over eleven years 
old and yet they have caused talk among 
the residents of Houston street. They both 
live at the Leland house, where they are 
petted, as they well deserve to be. 

Both are handsome, manly looking and as 
sharp as steeltraps. They have great ideas 
of how to amuse themselves. One of these 
wag-fn building a miniature exposition. 

Adjoining their home is a large vacant 
lot, and this was the site of their great ex- 
position, for to all young people who saw 
it their miniature affair was great. 

It was a remarkable reproduction of the 
Cotton States and International exposition. 
There was the phoenix wheel, the beauty 
show, the shoot the chutes, Lake Clara 
Meer, with the bridge across it, a circus 
tent and many of the buildings with their 
exhibits. 

The big buildings with their exhibits were 
made out of piles of sand, with a little sign 


On-each stating what buildinzgitvas. They 
shaped them as near as possible to the 
originals. The phoenix wheel was one of 
the most remarkable of the exposition. <A 
emall wooden hoop about two feet in dij- 
ameter, with center pieces running across. 
was suspended in the air by a regularly 
constructed station prop. Small match 
boxes were hung at different places on the 
hoop to represent the cars. In the cars 
small baby dolls were placed as the pas- 
The hoop would turn and never 
Spill the occupants of the cars out. It 
was a very remarkable idea of the bg 
wheel. 

The bridge across Clara Meer was an- 
other marked feature of the fair. This 
bridge was shaped very much on tbe order 
of the one that spanned the lake near the 
transportation building. For the lake, wa- 
ter was poured into the cistarn. 

Shoot the cutes was probably 
unique of all the constrvetions. 
hole half a foot deep and about two feet 
across was due. Into thie of water 
was poured, which formed the lake for the 
boats to shoot into. The chutes was a 
smooth board that was leaning at an angte 
of forty-five degrees. It was greased and 
made slick. Little boats cut out with a 
knife about four inches long were used. 
It was creat sport to see these fittle bouts 
come shooting down the incline as fast as 
lightning and shoot into the water wtha 
splash, then float smoothly off to the bank. 

There were any number of exhibits. that 
were shown by the supposition that the 
tops of the buildings were taken off for the 
purpose of letting the people see them. 
Thompson & Pitts had a remarkable dis- 
play of smoking articles and received the 
first prize and blue ribbon over al! other 
exhibits. 

The beauty show was quite an attraction. 
&mall paper pictures of men and women 
were pasted on a woolen floor and stood 
up in an inelosure. Little Miss Dunn was 
the queen of the beauty show. 

There was a bie tent sitting in one corner 
of the little grounds. Here the builders of 
the exposition would sit and look at their 
work and form new plans for adding to it. 
Small stoso's were placed inside and three 
persons could sit under it at the same time. 

At night the ministure exposition pre- 
sented a most wonderful appearance. Smal! 
colored cardles were placed aroun’ every 
exh'bit and every building. These, when 
lighted, cast their rays over the entire 
grounds and made the miniature exposition 
a thirg of beauty. 

Hundreds of people have passed by this 
litt!e fatr and have stopped to see the beil'- 
ers at works, wateh the boats the 
It has caused more interesting taik 
than anything constructed by boys in ths 
city in many months.

THE CHURCH’S RAPID GROWTH. 


Christians Have 
Within the Last Few Years. 
Taere is scarcely a religious denomination 
in the United States that can show the 
remarkable growth that has been enjoyed 
during the past seven years by the Chris- 
tans and With whom they are 
@enerally confounded, the Disciples 

Christ. 

The American Christian convention meets 
in Indianapolis on October lith next, and 
its missionary bodies will, it is understood, 
report four years of wonderful yrogress 
and growth. 

At Indianapolis 6,000 delegates and visit- 
ors are expected, and already committees 
have perfected details for their entertain- 
ment. A chorus is rehearsing convention 
mvsic. The Christian church is congrega- 
tional in polity and, like the Baptists, 
has no central governing body. 

The Indianapolis convention is the meet- 
ing of the friends of Christian home end 
fore'gn missionary work, and is therefore 
Similar te the May anniversaries of the 
Baptists. 

Each church supports these missionary 
bodies as it sees fit, and there is no cen- 
tral authority that directs when 
tions shmil be takem for any particular 
society or which society shall or shall rot 
be more generally upheki. An effort is 
to be made at Indianapolis to nut 
t¢m into the support of these necessary 
organizations. 

The Christian leaders recognize that such 
effort will. have to be undertaken with 
but they believe it to be for 
the best interests of both churches ard 
societies, and that when explained.,. little 
opposition will be met with. The meet- 
ings for worship will be held in Central 
church, and those for business, together 
with evening mass meeting, will be held 
in Tomlinson hall. 


TO CONVERT THE KLONDIKE. 
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of 
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Presbyterian Board of Missions To 
Send Out Missionaries. 

The Presbyterian beard of home mis- 
sions has. just decided to send two mis- 
Slonariés ta the Klondike. This action is 
taken as the result of the large number 
of letters from Presbyterians, both west 
and east, asning that missionaries be 
sent there. The Rey. D. J. McMillan, one 
of the board secretaries, has just instruct- 
ed the Rev. S. Hall Young, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church at Wooster, O., 
and the Rev. Dr. George A. McEwen, of 
the presbytery of St. Louis, to proceed 
at once to Alaska. 

They. are expected to reach their des- 
timation before the winter sets in. These 
two missionaries were selected to go to 
Alaska some time ago, but have been 
waiting until the money was in hand for 
their support. The amount has now been 
lsubscribed by private parties for this 
Epecified purpose. The Rev. Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson, moderator of the Presbyterian 
general assembly, is at present in Alas- 
ka and pushing vm toward the Yukon, 
from whence he is expected to report 
to the Presbyterian home board on the 
general situation. 

The agreement about territory in Alas- 
ka in which the different denominations 
should work, so as not :to “onflict with 
each other, is still in force, but the gold 
fever and the comsequent extra demand 
in one section has led all denominations 
to ignore it. 

The Yukon country 
signed to the Episcopalians, and Bishop 
‘Bompas, of the Church of England, in 
Canada, amd Bishop Rowe, of the Fpisco- 
pal church, in the United States, are act- 
ive there, but Bishop Rowe has also been 
active in other parts of Alaska, claiming 
that the agreement about the .ivision of 
territory is not binding upon him. Hence 
Presbyterians feel free to go into the 
Klondike region. There is not, however, 
‘to be amy controversy.

FLOATING HOSPITALS’ WORK.

In Four of the Largest Cities They 
Have Proved Very Eff2-:tive. 
Misating hospitals for poor and _= sick 
children are not conducted by any church 
or by any religious denominations per- 
haps, but those who manage and support 
this, perhaps one of the noblest forms of 
charity, are church workers as a general 

thing. : 

These hospitals are just now in full 
operation in the four great cities of Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia and Chicago. 
Their boards of directors, a Itttle rear- 
ranged, would answer for the vestry, con- 
sistory or board of trustees of the 
churehes in their respective cities. 

The number of sick babies carried each 
year and the cost of treating them in the 
different cities form an interesting story. 
The Rev. Dr. Edward Everett .Hale is 
president of the Boston society and it 
owes its incentive almost wholly to the 
Rev. Rufus B. Tobey. It js compara- 
tively a new work, and only about 3,500 
children will be cared for this season. 

In New York the floating hosptal work 
began in famous Trinity parish, hence its 
name, St. John’s guild, from a guild in 
St. John’s chapel. Every day the hospital 
is seen floating about the harbor, and no 
captain, no soldier, no ferry passenger but 
Bives it a godspeed that may vary from 
& men‘al intuition to a steam whistle blast. 
Chicago’s floating hospital does not float, 
but is a great building out over the wa- 
ters of Lincoln park. Philadelphia has 
two floating hospitals and a shore one at 
Red Bank, N. J. The children are gathered 
by the physicians of the city, the police, 
the charty workers, the deaconesses and 
the church parish visitors. Of course there 
is @ careful medical inspection to prevent 
the spread of contagious diseases.

The four others are 
Archbishops Johnstone, of Calcutta; Jones, 
of Capetown; Smith, of Sydney, and Nut- 
tall, of Jamaica.

This action of the Lambeth eonference

nine bishops, among them Vhipple, of 
Minnesota; Quintard, of.

REPORT SHOWS LITTLE GAIN. 


Presbyterians Are Disappointei at the 
Small Progress Made. 

Presbyterians are not gratified by the re- 
port just issued by the stated. clerk of 
the general assembly north, the Rev. Dr. 
William Henry Roberts, showing the 
srowth of Presbyterianism in America 
dur.ng the past twenty-seven years. There 
were organized last year 162 Presbyterian 
churches. As seventy-one were dissolved, 
the net gain was but ninety-one. And most 
of these were organized on the home mis- 
sion fields. Five new presbyteries were 
organized. The whole number of minis- 
ters is 7,'29, a total smaller than the 
whole nuraber of churches, so there does 
not by this showing appear to be the 
over suppiy recently complained of. 
Last year 067,011 members were added to 
the rolis, bringing the communicants to 
a total of 90,911. This is a net gain for 
last year of only 16,195, or rather less than 
2 per cent and the smallest increase both 
in actual numbers and in ratio for five 
years at least. The number cf adult bap- 
ti:ms is also less than for any year since 
1S90. 

Sunday school scholars number 1,024,462, 
an increase of only 15,000 over the preced- 
ing year. It thus appears that while Pres- 
bytervanism is growing, it !s not much 
more than doing so, and it is this fact that 
is a subject of common remark in the 
church, where a good many believe that 
this lack of aggressive movement. is 
largely attributable to the unfortunate 
controversies which have disturbed the 
church for the past five years. Those 
among them who know that another con- 
troversy is imm.nent—one that may prove 
as bitter as the Briggs and the Smith 
ones—are least of all gratificd with the 
showing. The contributions have asnsso 
fallen off slightly.

Senator George was well liked in the 
senate, notwithstanding a rather brusque 
manner. Those who knew him reaiized 
fully that beneath the outward crust was 
hidden a Kindly and gentle digposition. He 
was also universally for his 
great erudition on legal and constitutional 
questions. 

Probably there has been no man in the 
senate during the present generation who 
had made greater researches into consti- 
tutional questions and could discourse 
more profoundly on the government.

SAMUEL CHESTER REID DEAD. 


Lawyer, Writer and Prominent Man in 


Washington Passes Away. 

Washington, August 14.—Samuel Chester 
Reid, a former lawyer, writer amd nephew 
of Captain Reid, the naval warrior who 
commanded the private brig General 
Armstrong in the remarkable battle off the 
Azores isi!ands in 1814, died here yesterday, 
aged seventy-nine years. A son survives 
him. 

Mr. Reid was born in New York city in 
1818, shipped before the mast before he 
was sixteen, finally settled at Natchez, 
Miss., and became United States deputy 
marshal. Later he served in the Mexican 
war, was a delegate to the national rail- 
road conference at Memphis, Tenn., in 
1851 was offered, but denied the post of 
United States minister to Rome, and was 
the comfederate war correspondent for a 
large number of southern néwspapers. 

In 1865 he resumed his law practice and 
later lectured. He established and incorpo- 
rated the Mississippi Valley and Brazil 
Steamshfp Company at St. Louis and is 
the author of a large number of books 
on law and historical subjects, including 
his umcle’s successful fight off the Azores 
and similar achievements.

RELIEF FUND IS EXHAUSTED. 


Consul General Lee Reports on the Dis- 
bursement of the Money. 
Washington, August 14.—Consul General 
Lee, in a report to theSta&te department, 
says that the 319,000 placed to 
of the relief fund on May 22d lust 
equivalent to $10,975 Spanish dollars.

References there are clearly made to 
a coming, and in the boldest figure we are 
told of troubles and struggles, of gigantic 
forces of evil fighting to destroy the souls 
of men, of the two resurrections, and of the 
final result. 

“It is an allegory. Startling figures—a 
dragon, a scarlet woman, sweeping hosts 


rible voices, floods in the blue of the sky— 
all these figures engaged as forces of evil 
the oriental extravagance of the 
imagery, and also the signs of allegory. 

“Modern scholarship has decided that the 
immediate cause of the appearance of this 
idea was the existence of the Roman em- 
pire, as well as of certain hopes always 
living in the human heart which look to 
Providence for a better day to come. The 
imagery is found in older books, and the 
figures are recombined from older mate- 
rials. The Christian heart was feeling the 
awful pressure of Roman persecution, and 
was looking upward for deliverance. The 
Roman was already despoiling the people of 
their goods, nailing them to crosses at the 
command of caprice; and Rome wag a hot- 
bed of vice that walked unrebuked in the 
atreets and traveled the provinces, comer. 
quently, the devout mind, literalizing the 
words of Jesus, belleved that He would lit- 
erally appear, that the beast and the scar- 
let woman would succumb to his influence 
and power, that saints ei arise “ sin- 

be punished before their eyes. 

ee if the Bible is to be taken literally 
I do not see how we can escape their con- 
clusion. One of two things must be true, 
either this was written of the Roman em- 
pire, in which case its predictions were 
not fulfilled, and therefore is one of the 
transient phases of view-point introduced 
into the Bible, and consequently of no 
practical value to us, or it is literal truth 
that yet awaits fulfillment. And if it is 
waiting fulfillment it seems to me that 
these literalists must be correct in their 
estimate. And the only escape from the 
dilemma that I can see is the one that Is 
being gradually adopted by the leaders of 
thought in all the orthodox churches of 
he present day—that which introduces rea- 
eon and asks for its aid in the interpreta- 
tion of this great problem.

“The discussion by the Presbyterians at 
Toccoa is most Iinteresting,’’ says Major 
John C. Whitner, ‘‘and will surely lead to 
good. Those engaging in it are able and 
conservative theologians, consecrated and 
devoted ministers of the gospel. What 
they teach ts based upon divine revelation, 
and therefore is not a crankism, nor is 
the contention a new doctrine, however 
Startling it may be to some 

“I am confined to my room, just free 
from fever, and permitted to sit up, but 
prohibited from talking. My physician. 
certainly forgot to prohibit writing, and 
half reclining. I will use the liberty he 
forgot to prescribe. You will please bear 
with writing that cannot be revised because 
of surroundings. Allow me to tell of my 
first acquaintance with these wonderful 
topics as living truths of the day, though 
I had long wandered over them in reading 
the Bible, content in order to pass on, to 
run two occasions into one. 

“Over twenty years aga, business called 
me to Toronto, Canada. The first Sunday 
I attended Knox Presbyterian church, and 
on -walking off, realized an uncertainty 
about the way to my hotel. Meeting a 
Scotchman, I asked him if my street and 
course would lead to Queen's hotel. He 
replied it would, and as he boarded there, 
he would waik with me. Recognizing me 
as a southerner, he gave assurance of sym- 
pathy in our struggle, and then announced 
after learning the church I had attended, 
that he was once a Presbyterian, but was 
now one of the ‘Plymouth brethren,’ whose 
main mission was to proclaim the coming 
of the Lord, and invited me to go to ‘meet- 
ing’ with him that evening at 7 o'clock. 
The invitation was cordially accepted. 

“As we walked along he gave a pretty 
full account of the tenets of his church, its 
history, of their great leader, Dr. MclIn- 
tosh, of London, etc. Of all that nothing 
need be said. We reached the ‘meeting 
house’ ahead of time and it was my good 
fortune to be introduced to quite a number 
of that faith, including the brother—for 
they have no ordained ministry—who was 
to talk. Daylight lasted through the ser- 
vices. The speaker was able, easy, logical, 
often very eloquent, and all the time most 
interesting and pathetic. His subject was 
the ‘Coming of the Lord’: Ags to its cer- 
tainty as shown in the Scriptures, which 
he quoted freely from the Bible in his hand; 
its suddenness, proved ‘in the same way, 
and the method of its introduction and 
the scene attending. 

“I can never forget the last point, espe- 
cially as illustrated by a most heartrending 
event which occurred at London, Canada. 
I had taken dinner a\.London and heard 
of the drowning of over 790 Sunday schoo] 
children and their friends on ‘Queen's Day.’ 
They had gone to a picnic upon a little 
steamer, which with such a load, collapsed 
in the middle and buried all beneath the 
water, deep enough only ut that place for 
such a catastrophe. A girl who was await-

ing at the landing, upon hearing of the aw- 
ful accident, ran up Queen’s street for her 
home, crying out, ‘Mamma!’ Oh, mamma!’ 
at every step. She could not be stopped. 
Men, women and children either stood 
amazed as she passed ur followed after 
her. At length she neared her home, and 
her mother was standing on the front 
porch, ready to answer. ‘Oh, mamma, is 
papa thore?’ No; why? ‘Oh, he is gone, 
then! Is Lizzie there? ‘No; tell me why!’ 
‘Then éhe is gone!’ and so she ran through 
naming of all. Sure enough it was so—eight 
or nine gone! 

‘Just so it will be at the coming of the 
Lord,’ said the preacher. “Two shall be 
at the mill—one shall be taken, the other 
left.” So he went on into the family cir- 
cle, into avenues of business, into church 
meetings. The impression was deep and 
lasting. And im my future trips I learned 
all the doctrines. There was little in them 
that struck me favorably except this one 
‘about the pre-millennial appearance of 
Christ. 

“My Scotch friends loaned me _ several 
books and told of their main book repos- 
itory on Fourth avenue, New York, and 
on reaching there I bought MclImtosh’s 
‘Coming of the Lord’ and several of his 
pamphiets. He is a very able man. These 
I took to my niece’s home up.in the coun- 
try in Putnam county and read over care- 
fully. I have never seen a complete or 
even at all satisfactory answer to some 
points he made, such as the following— 
repeated now from memory, for that book 
and two or three duplicates have been 
lost or borrowed long ago: 

“1.The coming of the Lord was believed 
in and looked for by every intelligent 
early Christian, including the apostles. It 
was the grand acclaim raised by all in 
their preaching, especially by Paul. In- 
deed he Was so emphatic amd constant in 
teaching this and so deeply impressed the 
converts ‘at Thessalonica by it, that the 
doctrine brought much concern to many 
who femred that their dead and dying re- 
lations and friends would be shut out of 
the Kingdom, because not present “when 
Jesus Christ should come. So deep did 
this rum that when Paul] reached Corinth, 
to which place he went immediately after 
he left Athens, about A. D. 652 or 838, he 
wrote first Thessalonians, first epistle of 
Paul and the first writings of the New 
Testament preserved, for the express purf- 
pose of explaining this and other mat- 
ters. If you will take first Thessalonians 
iv, 9, 18, you will have his explanation for 
their comfort. 

“The comfort was based upon Christ's 
resurrection, &nd if they believed im that, 
then they should believe, first; that their 
loved ones in sicep he would bring with 
Him; second, He declared authoritatively 
that we who are alive at the coming of 
the Lord shall not anticipate those asleep; 
third, and the order would be the sounding 
of the trumpet, heard by bellevers; zourth, 
those believers asleep would be resurrect- 
ed and caught up in the alr; fifth, there 
the change

im the twinkling of an eye, would also 
be caught up to meet together with the 
Lord. ‘Wherefore, instead ot being dis- 
tressed, comfort one another with these 
words.’ 


®. McIntosh also declared for the two 
resurrections, first of the righteous and 
then of the wicked, as shown in Revela- 
tions, Corinthians, etc.

Our own Gentile Apostle 
Paul most earnestly believed this and 
taught it, and indeed seemed to expect to 
be alive when it should come. Not only 
so, but I cannot find in the’ Bible any 
sure teaching of the overthrow ur even

All of the good amateurs itn the city who 
do any racing at all have been made pro- 
fessionals by the League of American 
Wheelmen and Atlanta ts in the rather un- 
usual fix of not having any racing ama- 
teurs. 

Those who have been made “pros’’ are 
Brooks Kline, M. <A. Elliott, Bruce Gill, 
Wrylle Mangum and Jim Walthour. Will 
Johnson and Zenus Field have been sus- 
pended pending an investigation, and from 
the charges against them they have no 
hopes of remaining amateurs and are ex- 
pecting daily to be put if the ‘‘pro”’ class. 
These seven men are about the only ama- 
teurs in the city that have ever amounted 
to anything as racers. Just what the exact 
charges are against the men, or who pre- 
ferred them, none of’them seem to know. 
One of the grounds that the riders were 
turned down on was that they sold their 
prizes. 

The League of American Wheelmen doeés 
not allow an amateur to ride for money or 
convert into money anything that he wins 
in a race and it is claimed that all of these 
men have sold their prizes. Whether or 
not this ts so, all of the men have decided 
to accept the transfer and ride tn the “pro’’ 
class from this on. To get back in the ama- 
teur ranks it woulda be necessary for them 
to wait till next February and then ap- 
pear before the board at its meeting in St. 
Louis, with all their witnesses, and dls- 
prove all the accusations ugainst them. 
This is a matter of about $100 expense and 
the new professionals do not feel that it ts 
worth while. Of course some of the men 
are not good enough to be in the profes- 
sional class, but they will have to take 
their chances. 

Prince will probably have professional 
handicap races, which will be much better 
than the amateur handicaps, and give all of 
the professionals a chance to win some- 
thing. 

Prince will be here tomorrow and with 
him will come the great Zimmerman. Zim- 
my will ride on the Coliseum track during 
the next week, and on the 23d he will either 
go in the races or see what he can do 
toward smashing some of the track rec- 
ords and establishing new ones. There 
will be racing at the Coliseum every week 
from the 23d of this month until Christmas 
and all of the cracks in the country will 
race here during that time.

Hogansville, Ga., August 12.—EJitor Con- 
paar eae Seven miles west of Hogansville, 
On the Chattahoochee ‘river, lies the model 
farm of western middle Georgia. This farm 
is operated by Garnette Daniel, a boy just 
ertering his majority. Were it convenient 
for your artist to sketch the landscape upon 
which his crop is growing, with the rip- 
pling river flowing through it, you would 
need nothing better to represent our state’s 
great agricultural advintages. No display 
with artificial attachments, could equal it. 
I was out to look at the crop and must 
confess that I am unable to do jt justice, 
Then as much can be said of Mr. Daniel's 
energy and competency and of his crop. 
All young men who are running from city 
to city looking for jobs ought to see what 
this young man is doing with a farm. and 
see what a pleasant life he is enjoying— 
his success, 

Mr. Daniel is possessed of a competency 
that would encourage most young men to 
spend their lives in idleness, but not so 
with him. When he was through school 
he made himself a job, and with‘vim and 
intelligence he went at it, looking forward 
only to success. 

Being so young a man, Mr. Daniel’s su- 
perior qualification and practical manage- 
ment are remarkable. I use no extravagant 
language when I say the developments of 
his study and progress are wonderful. 

This farm is ro garden spot, but consists 
of 500 acres under cultivation, while every 
crop Known to this section is being grown.

The Atlanta Electric Railway Company 
is {In the hands of a receiver. 

Upon the application of ‘Mr. J. F. Leary, 
a creditor in the sum of $10,000 and inter- 
est, Judge Candler appointed, Major W. 
J. Kendrick temporary receiver last night, 
granting the usual restraining orders anda 
setting the case for a hearing before him 
in chambers on August 28th. 

The receivership is the result of a num- 
ber of notes held by Mr Leary, 
who advanced $10,000 of the origina 
amount that was used in the construc- 
tion of the road. The property is now 
leased by the Atlanta Rallway Company, 
the lease expiring in 1898. 

It is said that the receivership will final- 
ly result in the purchase of the property 
by either the Atlanta Railway Company 
or the Consolidated. Last night it was 
stated that a syndicate would be formed to 
purchase the property, but the rumor could 
not be verified, and it was denied by seve 
who are connected with the enter-

prises. 

The Atlanta Electric Railway Company 
was organized and chartered in 1895 by D. 
H. Livermore and Dayton Hale. The road 
cost about $27,000, but about $30,000 was ex- 
pended fn other improvements, making the 
property worth about these figures. The 
company does not own any rolling stock. 
and the road has been leased since its com- 
pletion. 

The money for the construction of the 
road was furnished by Mr. D. H. Liver- 
more. He was eiven a mortgage upon the 
entire road property in the sum of $30,000, 
which he afterwards assigned to Mr. J 
F. Leary, who furnished $10,000 of the $30,- 
000. When Mr. Livermore’s businéss com- 
plications came last spring, he assigned his 
interest in the $30,000 mortgage, above the 
$19,000 to Mr. Leary, to the Bank of Ca)- 
houn to secure an indebtedness in that fn- 
stitution. Thus {ft will be seen that if the 
$10,000 claim of Mr. Leary’s !{s satisfied, the 
remainder will go to the Bank of Calhoun, 
leaving Mr. Livermore without security 
for the $20,000 he advanced the company. 

Soon after the road was completed, !t 
was leased to the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany, of which Mr. (‘Martin Amorous is 
president, for one-fourth of the road’s 
earnings.

EMPEROR AND GZAR 


IN ENGLAND'S WAY 


Russia and Germany Now Combined 
Against Great Britain. ~ 


RECENT VISIT CAUSES TALK 


Opinion Prevails That William Hum- 
bled Himself Before Nicholas. 


PRINCE BISMARCK DISAPPROVES THE CALL 


Entire Russian Press Has Changed Its 
Tone Toward the Kaiser Since He 
Went to St. Petersburg. 


Berlin, August 14.—The visit of the em- 
peror and empress of Germany to Russia, 
and the reception accorded them there is 
regarded in this country with divided feel- 
ings. Many people blame the emperor for 
humbling himself unnecessarily before the 
czar, think his majesty has again exceeded 
his proper limits and say that the czar 
showed less impressemnt than his 
ruest in the shower of German 
decorations and favors bestowed upon 
the Russian court and other offi- 
cials. Finaliy they also consider it ex- 
travagant that there are now a dozen Rus- 
sians who are chiefs of Prussian regiments. 

On the other hand, the result of the em- 
peror’s visit to St. Petersburg, so far as 
possibje, are what. the emperor wished, 
especially as regards Great Britain. Hence- 
forth that country will find upon all im- 
portant occasions, Russia and Germany 
in her way. A general understanding to 
that effect has been definitely reached, not 
only between the two rulers, but between 
Count Muravieff, the Russian minister for 
foreign affairs, and Prince Hohenlohe, the 
German imperial chancellor and Baron von 
Buelow. 

It is a curious fact that the tone of the 
entire Russian press changed during Em- 
peror William’s stay at St. Petersburg, 
and became frankly Anglo-phobe. The 
newspapers of Russia which have hitherto 
been constantly hostile to Germany, 
like The Novoe Vremya and The Wyedo- 
mosti, now welcome Emperor William as 
anew ally. 

Princess Frederick Leopold, of Prussia, 
who was nearly crowned while skating last 
Winter, Was nearly killed early this week 
in the vicinity of Potsdam. While out rid- 
ing she slipped off her saddle and was 
dragged some distance along the road. 
She was eventually réscued by an aid- 
de-camp and her husband. 

Princess Grisela of Bavaria, beiress to 
the throne of Bavaria, has taken to bicy- 
cling in public. All the Bavarian princes 
and dukes are keen bicyclists. 

Helping Flood Sufferers. 

Subscriptions for the relief of the victims 
of the recent inundations in Germany are 
pouring in, and all the cities of the empire 
are granting sums of money for the suf- 
ferers. The donation of the municipality 
of Berlin has been increased to a million 
marks; Breslau has given 100,000 marks; 
Chariottenburg 650,00 marks; Elberfield 
15,00 marks, etc. 

The newspapers are collecting money 
everywhere. The Vossische Zeitung colject- 
ed 65.000 marks within a week, and dis- 
patched the money to the sufferers. 

The provinciai chambers are also mak- 
ing appropriations, but the government 
will not call a special session of either 
the reichstag of diet, to appropriate money 
gor relief work. 

Acting upon the suggestion of Baron von 
Thielmann, the former Germen ambassa- 
dor at Washington, who has just been ap- 
pointed privy councilor, and the report or 
the imperial chancellor in all financial at- 
fairs of the empire, the German govern- 
ment is entering into negotiations with 
the government of the other countries in- 
jured by the United States tariff, espe- 
clally France and Belgium, for the ‘pur- 
pose of effecting an agreement to demana 
the submission @f all disputed points to a 
court of arbitration. In Germany’s case 
the disputed points are mainly the al- 
leged violations of existing treaties anda 
the paying back to the WMiited States treas- 
ury of the export premiums paid by Ger- 
many. 

As a substitute for the boerse reports the 
central office of the Prussian agriculturai 
chambers begins to publish reports of the 
figures of paid sales effe¢ted in thirty Phus- 
Sian cities as a guide,to farmers. The Vos- 
sische Zeitung promptly proved that these 
reports are wholly erroneous and erossiv 
misleading. They do not find favor even 
with the agrarians. 


Bismarck Disapproves the Visit.

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ARB EXPERIMENTING 


IN GREAT BRITAIN 


New Work in Telegraphy Attracts Many 
European Officials. 


TRIALS WILL BE AT LONDON 


Crihere and Squires Process May Cause 
a Great Revolution. 


AMERICANS WHO GO ABROAD TO WORK 


English Government Places a Line at 
the Disposal of Two Yankee In- 
ventors—Their Labors. 


London, August 14.—The postoffice of-; 
ficials here are deeply interested. in the 
experiments in telegraphy made by Pro- 
fessor Crehore, of Dartmouth college, and 
T. Squires, of the military school at Fort- 
ress Monroe, who claim that their device 
enables messages to be transmitted with’ 
extraordinary rapidity. The inventors said 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press: 

“The experiments over short circuits 
in the United States have been entirely 
satisfactory, but we were unable to secure 
facilities for long distance operations, and 
so We came to England and asked the help 
of the government. We explained our 
scheme to Superintendent Prero, of the 
telegraph lines department, and his interest 
was immediately aroused. He promptly 
placed the government plan at our disposal 
and directed his subordinates to give us 
every possible aid in the trials over the 
London and Birmingham line.” 

lt is understood that the tesis made have 
been entirely satisfactory. The inventors, 
however, are reticent. They desire to avoid, 
publicity unt:l the practicability of their 
scheme has been fully demonstrated, They 
seem to lear poss.bie rivairy. It is claimed 
that weir device will transmit enougn 
matter in an hour over a single wire to 
fill a single page of a newspaper. An of-i 
fic.al of the british postofiice said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 

“here is no doubt the Americans have 
a most valuable idea which may result 
in greatly cheapening telegraphing. We 
are not yet quite satisfied of its practica- 
bility. But the experiments of next week 
w.il settle the uncertain points,

We are, of 
course, aware of the fact that some very 
learned men have arisen who have in- 
vented what they call scientific criti- 
cism. This they apply as a test. This 
scientific criticism, they say, is infalli- 
ble in its methods, and those portions ot 
the Bible that do not come up to its 
requirements must be marked “N. G.” 
and disposed of as “old hoss” at the 
theological express office.

| beyonfl belief, and is not intended to be 


taken literally. Thus science assumes 
not only to know what is true in the Bi- 
ble, but to be able to guess accurate- 
ly the intentions of those who wrote it. 
, The trouble about this is that one sci- 
entific critic has as much authority as 
another,- and while the man who has 
dispelled the illusions about: Jonah 
might be disposed to rest there, another 
and a more progressive scientific crit- 
ic is sure to approach other portions 
of the Bible with like results. It is 


‘therefore, only a question of time be- 


fore some scientific critic (approaching 
the subject from the side of piety) will 
state that the idea of the incarnation 
does not tally with the science of mod- 
ern religious criticism. 

The whole question may be stated in 
very simple terms. Science is knowl- 
edge,-and so far as real knowledge of 
the Bible is concerned, the humblest 
and most ignorant Christian believer is 
as highly equipped asthe most scientific. 
And he is far happier, for he has faith. 
and faith is the essence and substance 
of Christian religion. Its basis is the 
faith that enables the human mind to 
believe in the incarnation of Christ. By 
the side of this miracle, all other mira- 
cles recorded in the Bible sink into com- 
parative insignificance. 

And yet when professors of religion 
endeavor to throw doubt on the com- 
paratively insignificant miracles nar- 
rated in the Bible, placing them in the 
category of folk-lore and fables—or 
when they engage in unnecessary and 
_ fruitless discussions as those stated for 
the Sioux City Bible conference, they 
@re surely giving many thoughtless per- 
sons room for doubt; they are surelv 
breaking down the barriers of belief. 
Even if this were not so, such discus- 
sions are futile. No Christian will be

ECHOES FROM TYBEE. 


One of the most venerable figures seen 
on Tybee last week was Colonel J. M. 
Mobley, of Harris county, whose name 
for over half a century has been well 
known as that of a stalwart citizen and 
trusted man of public affairs. He had 
been to Savannah before, presumably be- 
fore many heads now tinged with eray 
had come into the world. ‘There was ®& 
time,” sald he, “when we boys up in 
western Georgia looked upon the Savan- 
nah people as swell-heads. There came to 
the legislature, of which I was then 4 
member, an invitation to visit Savannah. 
A fellow member, Zach Harman, was my 
special companton,. and so well were Wwe 
treated that upon our return home Zach 
said to the boys: ‘Savannah men are the 
princés of the world. They gave us 4 per- 
simmon beer that beat anything of its 
kind that we ever tasted before—its worth 
any man’s while to go that far to taste 
it.” From that day we never called the 
Savannah people ugly names any more 
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“Yes,”’ said Colonel Mobley, “I live near 
where the Ryder lynching took place, and 
I do not belleve that we will hear much 
more of it. Not far from the same place 
a& man was burned to death, many years 
before the war, of course for an offense 
which provoked it. His owner made great 
efforts to enforce the law, and engaged 
me for the prosecution. The perpetrators 
‘were arrested, but. were rescued ‘from 
the officers by the people, who determined 
that they should not be punished for what 
they did. So threatening was the state 
of affairs that I went to-the then presiding 
Judge Worrtil, the father of the present 
Judge Worrill, who defended Ryicr. The 
judge was a fearless man, gifted with 
Sstatesmanship as well as law. His advice 
was: ‘Drop this whole matter, and do not 
refer to it any more.’ This was his meth- 
od of acquiescence in the nghteous indig- 
nation of the people, and from that day 
to this nothing more has been said of it.” 


~« Hag Georgia reached that stage thus 
early in her history where fhe relation 
of landlord and tenant has become a fixity 
as it is in Europe?

This, too, when 
lands may be bought at from two to tive 
dollars an acre, convenient to churches, 
schools and other accompaniments of. civi- 
lizat.on, whilst their Evfopean cousins 
delve into the forests of the distant west, 
where. by toil and privation, they must 
work their way up to what we find ready 
to our hands in Georeta,. 

If, before two mitlions of people one 
living in a state capable of supporting 
40,000,000, the white race has lost the ener- 
Ky which has enabled it to endure and 
then escape from European exactions, 
what must we look for later on when 
population grows more dense and acres 
are higher in price? Hitherto in America 
tenantry has been but a stepping stone 
to proprietorship, and no American has 
been wiiiing to write himself down as 
Chained to a gervile class.

‘We must deal with conditions as we 
find them,” said Colonel McCall, talking of 
the matter. “We have those among us 
capable of owning and directing and thoge 
who can only make their work valuable 
under direction. Itsis the old question of 
brain and brawn. The man with the brain 
has the talent to direct and to accumulate, 
The man with brawn mus* sell what 
he has to the man who is able to buy. 
AK men cannot be masters, and as long as 
an open way Is left for those to become 
masters who choose to work for it, there 
is no oppression to those who do mot 
think further than the present day’s labor. 
The condition is inevitable, coming from 
natural selection, and not from want-of 


Opportunity or inequality of law, and 
therefore it is that we must deal with 
men as we find them. ‘The thorough 


definititon of the rights~of landlord and 
tenant, together with the forms cf con- 
tract which will protect both, is a@ work 
which will benefit all.’ 


Colonel Crittenden, of Shellman, tells 
a story of progress which shows that one 
need not leave Georgia to find a good re- 
turn for labor. “A few years ago,”” he 
said, “‘with my brother I deeided to start 
business at Shellman, where, it was cal- 
culated, a shipment of 1,000 bales of cotton 
per year might be built up. So marvelous 
has been the growth of that section that 
we now ship 8,000 bales instead of 1,000, 
and our own plantations ship more cotton 
than we had figured as being the pcssible 
receipts of the whole territory. We find 
that intelligence and business sense pay 
just as well in farming as in anything 
else, and that upon dhe farm education 
can reap a richer returm on the average 
than it can do in the cities.”’ 


Jolin P. Fort’s peaches and his “trenfb- 
ling alr” theory were a subject of much 
gossip, and the consensus of opinion was 
that thére was much in it. Mr. F. M. 
Dorsey, of Hissop, Ala, wrote a letter 
to a Georgia agriculturist upon the sub- 
ject, in which he said. “Having noticed 
recently tn The Constitution a conclusion 
that Mr. Fort-had come to conceming 
peach growing along the ‘big divide’ in 
Georgia insuring an annual fruit crop, this 
conclusion strikes me very forcibly, as we 
have an orchard in this neighborhood on 
the divide, between the Coosa and Talla- 
poosa rivers, which, to my certain knowl- 
edge has not failed scarcely in forty years. 
There is also another orchard about a 
mile further south on the same ridge, 
but not near so large nor is it kept up as 
well, but every year fruit is found there. 
The fruit grown in these places is inva- 
riably of superior size, color and fidvor. 
While we are only about 1,000 feet above 
sea level, it seems to me that this must 
be the same cause that affects the Geor- 
gia peach. I shall watch Mr. Fort’s rrog- 
ress Ou this Ine with much interest.” 


These are all good subjects to think 
about during an off year in politics, and 
especially when the weather is so hot.

Germany, so that republican Americans 
are forced to pay a tariff duty of 1% per 
cent on the cost of sugar above that paid 
by monarchial Germans, or do without 


sugar. 

Before the Dingley law was passed the 
trust had .293 cents per ound on refined 
sugar as “protection,” an they sold about 
97 per cent of all the sugar; but now, un- 
der the Dingley bill, their protection is in- 
creased to .788 cents per pound, and as a 
matter of course practically no numned 
sugar at all will be imported, an 
therefore no duties collected thereon, but 
the trust has a complcte monopoly, and the 
law operates and is intended for their 
benefit and not to produce revenue to the 

overnment. 

Pour thousand five hundred million 
pounds of sugar is used in this county an- 
nually, upon which the trust is allowed to 
charge .783 cents, or $35,235,000. This to gO 
into their treasury as clear gain over an 
above the legitimate profits which they 
derive from manufacturing sugar, as for- 
eign refiners do on their business, and 
which is enormous, and would of itself 
make them rich. The trust claim that they 
have the best machinery, etc., in the worl 
and that they can. successfully compete 
with the world in the business, and that 
they are not dependent upon government 
protection to operate their company. 

Something like twélve years ago afl the 
refiners came together and put in the trust 
their properties at full valuation and 
capitalized the same at about $7,000, 000. 
They have watered their stock to $75, 000,000, 
and now that, aside from the regular profits 
they make honestly—if such a term is ad- 
missible—the Dingley law gives them 
$85,235,000 additionally dishonestly from the 
people, it is not surprising that sugar 
stock, although watered tenfold, has gone 
up to 145, as they are allowed to fleece the 
people under this administration by com- 
pulsion of a ay per cent per annum on 
their real capital. 

Every caiaa woman and child in the 
United States is required * pay annually 
$1.50 tariff on their sugar, £0 cents of which 
gces directly to the trust. The people of 
Atlanta will pay $150,000 and the state of 
Georgia $3,000,000. 

This illustrates one trust alone. There are 
many of them beneficiaries of almost every- 
thing we buy, and to each we p2y heavy 
tribute, aggregating billions of dollars.

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AS SEEN BY AN ENGLISHMAN. 


The London Post’s Staff Correspondent 
Discusses Our Frailties. 
From the New York Staff Correspondent of 

The Lordon Post. 

A letter like that of Mr. Sherman’s, with 
its insinuations of bad faith, is the kind 
of diplomatic document that might be ex- 
pected from a politician using his pen in 
behalf of a country which is a new-comer 
among nations; which repeatedly acts as 
though it were uncertain of its place and 
standing, and is consequently as self-con- 
scious and as self-assertive as new-comers 
usually are. The tsolation of America is 
responsible for much of the national ill- 
breeding it constantly displays. Politicians, 
as the men.undoubtedly are, who manage 
from Washington the little real diplomatic 
work which has to be undertaken in behalf 
of the United States, would have been lick- 
ed into a bettér and more becoming style 
Gf diplomatic intercourse if their relations 
with the great European countries 1.4 
been closer and more constant. But coupled 
with the isolation of the American naiwn 
there is the additional fact that the frequent 
changes of government and the redistri- 
bution of offices which attends each change 
prevent the Americans from establishing 
any school for diplomats. 

Elsewhere than at Washington there are 
éther indications of the provinciality which 
marks American national life. 
most obvious of these is the attitude of 
Americans toward their own flag and to- 
ward the flags of other countries. The 
adoration of’ the stars and stripes Is almost 
a craze. In some of the states there are 
laws which compel the flag to be displayed 
over all the school buildings, public and 
private. Many of the states set apart days 
to mark the anniversary of the adoption 
of the stars and stripes as the American 
flag. With thousands of Americans who 
go abroad in the summer the national flag 
is carried as part of their lugeage. It its 
displayed on every available occasion, and 
when tourists return they are met on the 
wharves of New York or Boston by friends 
who take the stars and stripes with them 
and frantically wave the flag from the time 
the incoming steamer is sighted until her 
passengers are in the dock. On every na- 
tforal an! state holiday there are flag dis- 
Plays from all public buildings, and in a 
word the flag is so much talked about, so 
much written about, and so everlastingly 
in sight, that one wonders that flags are 
not daily worn by the exponents of this 
fervent Americanism. 

All this worship of the stars and stripes 
would occasion less remark if it were not 
coupled in the minds of the worshipers 
with an intense dislike to the flags of any 
other country. In Britain a visiting Amer- 
ican can fly the stars and stripes wherever 
and whenever his patriotism demands an 
outlet. But in this country no other flag 
is ever to be tolerated. If the flag of an- 
other country ts displayed !t is almost cer- 
tain to be torn down or tmsulted. During 
the recent jubliee celebration an English- 
man at Linn, Mass., put out a union jack, 
but it roused so much popular resentment 
that he had to sit at his window armed 
with a revolver to prevent it being torn 
down. At Kansas City there was mutich 
commotion because the English consul dis- 
played the union jack from his office, and 
at a suburd of Hartford the front door of a 
house occupied by an Englishman was 
daubed with paint because he had put out 
a flag. In this case the Englishman had 
displayed both the stars and stripes and 
the union jack, but because the union jack 
had been placed at a slightly higher point 
than the siars and stripes fervent Ameri- 
cans crept out at midnight and disfigured 
the front door with a can of paint. 

These are some of the flag incidents aris- 
ing out of the recent celebration of the 
queen’s jubilee. But it must not be con- 
cluded that insults of this kind are reserved 
for the British flag. Like the baad diplo- 
matic manners of the Washington poll- 
ticlans, these insults are general. At the 
time of writing the Portuguese minister at 
Washington is seeking redress in the case 
of one of his countrymen, who was mal- 
treated at Los Angeles on the Fourth of 
July because he had put out a Portuguese 
flag. The spirit which actuates the fetish 
worship of the stars and stripes and ac- 
counts for the insult to the flags of Euro- 
pean nations is the same spirit which makes 
the politicians at Washington act as boors

The county commissioners do not look 
with favor upon the new Dill, when the 
state, as a whole, is considered.

What Mr. Stewart Says of the Bill.

Tax Colector A. P. Stewart was seen 
last night and asked for an expression in 
regard to the new bill and the probable et- 
fects it would have in the management of 
the tax collector's office in Fulton coun- 
ty. Mr. Stewart said: 

“The bill passed by the last legislature 
will not affect this county or the other 
counties of 50,000- or over in population. 
We will e@ontinue to make weekly reports 
and settlements as heretofore. I chink 
the biil a good one. . 

“I think all tax collectors tn this state 
should be compelled to maRe sworn week- 
ly statements and settlements. 

“You cannot place too many safeguards 
around this branch of the state service. 
Sometimes, say from December 16th to 
January 10th, it is almost impossible to 
make statements and setilements; but ofh- 
cers Can catch up in a few days after the 
rusn, 

“I now make my weekly set@lements and 
statements, and I find it very satisfactory. 
1 would not return to the old system, if the 
law Was réepeaed.”’ 


Commissioners Want Weekly Reports. 


The members of the board of county 
commissioners of L"ulton county do not ap- 
prove of the new measure, as they believe 
there will me many more complications in 
the Management of the offices of the tax 
collectors of the state if the reports are 
made only ounce eacn month. 

“I Knew nothing of the bill when it was 
introduced in the legislature,’’ said Com- 
missioner Walter R. Brown last night. 
‘““My attention has ‘since been called to the 
bill, and I am trank to say that i can- 
not approve of tne measure, as there are 
many objectionable features. I1 believe the 
tax collectors will object to the measure 
on the ground that the reports will allow 
too much money to accumulate, which al- 
Ways increases the risk of the office,’’ 

Chairman Forrest Adair said he had 
looked over the bill a short time ago, 
and after an examination did not approve 
of the contents. He said a bond was to 
afford securily to tne state and county, but 
that under the new law it would be that 
the tax collectors would often have on 
hand many times the amount of their 
bonds. He thought the reports being made 
only once a month would complicate mat- 
ters and would cause errors and probably 
require a great deal of time, when, if the 
work was daily kept up, there would be 
little work about making the reports, and 
the tax collectors could tell each day just 
how their accounts with the state and 
county stood. 

Commissioner Jack J. Spalding views the 
matter from the same standpoint. He says 
he thinks the present system decidedly bet- 
ter and believes the county officers would 
be better pleased under this arrangement 
than under the one proposed. 


The Law as It Is at Present. 


The act regulating the management of 
the office of state and county tax collector, 
introduced in 1877, ts as follows: 

“An act Yo require the tax collector of 

Fulton county to make more frequent 
settlements with the comptroller general 
of the state, and the ordinary of Fulton, 
than is now required by law; to fix his 
bond, and for other purposes, 
“Section 1. The general assembly of Georgia 
do enact, That whenever the tax collector 
of Fulton county collects state taxes to the 
amount of $5,000, he shall at once nay same 
Over to the treasurer, as now r: quired bv 
law, and said tax collector shall pay over 
all the taxes he may have colleeted durine 
ihe week, and not paid over, on Saturday 
of each week, whether the same amounts 
to $5,000 or not, so that said tax collector 
snail not have anv of the monev of the

Commissioner W. R. Brown Calls a 
Meeting of County Road Officers. 


TO DISCUSS ROAD AFFAIRS 


Meeting Will Be First of the Kind 
Ever Held in Fulton. . 


WILL RESULT IN MUCH G00D TO ROADS 


Mr. Brown Thinks the District Road 
Commissioners Can Agree on 
Plans To Better Roads. 


The district road commissioners of the 


county have been called to meet in the 
| courthouse Saturday, August Zist, for the 
purpose of discussing the best plans and 
methods for the working of the county 
roads. The session of district road com- 
missioners is something new in Georgia 
and the meeting promises to result in 
much good to the publie thoroughfares 
of the county. The meeting is called at 
the suggestion of County Commissioner 
Walter’R. Brown, who is chairman of the 
committge on roads and bridges. 

In Fulton coumty there are between six- 
ty and seventy-five district road commis- 
sioners, there being three to each dis- 
trict. There are twenty districts, but 
in some of them there are commissioners 
who have been recently appointed before 
the service of the others has been sey- 
ered, and these will be entitled. to rep- 
resentation in the meeting. 

“There are many things which the dis- 


trict road commissioners: are interested 
in,’’ said @ommissioner Brown yesterday, 
“and we have decided to meet and discuss 
matters so that we will more thoroughly 
understand our duties. Some of the com- 
missioners have been but recently elect- 
ed and the duties of their office are new.

COMPANY WAS THEN ORDERED NOT TO PAY 


But the Man Had Gone Without Pay- 
ing for Lodging and Leaving Bo- 
hind a Debt to One of Clerks. 


The city detective department was notil- 
fled of a case yesterday which, if the alle- 
gations are true, it will develop that a man 
who registered at the Aragon sev2ral days 
ago under the name of L. HirschKarvitz 
was about as siick a stranger as any that 
has passed through here in some time. 

He seem's to have won the confidence of 
those with whom he came in contact and 
when he feft town carried away $50 paid 
him by the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, the officers of the latter being under 
the impression that he was really Hirsch- 
karvitz. 


He elso left behind an unpaid bill at the 
Aragon and left one of the clerk’s out $2. 

He stayed in town only a short while, 
but during that time be made the tmpres- 
sion that he was an honest fellow and as 
clever as the usual run of travelers. 

It seems that tn taking the name of 
Hirschkarvitz he was using another man's 
name. Soon after his arrival he sent a tel- 
egram to his wife at Saginaw, Mich., ask- 
ing her to telegraph him $0. This money, 
it appears, was telegraphed in due order 
and the stranger proceeded to collect it. 

On the strength of the order $2. was bor- 
rowed from one of the clerks, who was, it 
seems, asked to go to the office and identify 
the man. The clerk was busy and Mr. 
Strauss, who has charge of the news stand 
during a portion of the day, went with him. 

Mr. Strauss says that after the money 
was obtained the man walked around the 
city with him. He said he was thinking of 
settling here and went into several stores 
to look at them with an eye for buying. 

Mr. Strauss acted in good faith in iden- 
tifying the man and had no reason to be- 
lieve that he was not really Hirschkarvitz. 
After walking around for awhile the man 
said he wanted to draw a draft on his wife 
and went to the -Maddox-Rucker bank for 
that purpose. Mr. Strauss says the draft 
was for $500 and that a receipt was given 
the man for it, he not asking for the 
money. 

All this seemed perfectly straight and 
good, Wut there was a sequel, and in con- 
sequence of it the detectives were called 
on. The draft, it appears, was sent to 
Michigan to the lady it was drawn on and 
was returned. She, it seems, telegraphed 
to the Western Union not to pay the $90 
she had sent unless the man who called for 


it was positively identified. 

This gave the telegraph company the first 
inkling they had of anything wrong. From 
this telegram the superintendent was led 
to believe that the man who obtained the 
money was not the proper HirsehKarvitz. 

Superintendent Stephens sent for a detec- 
tive and Detective Hewitt was assigned 
to the case. He was told the story, obtain- 
ed the facts and went to work on the case. 

Chief Slaughter said last night that he 
intended to work up the case and would 
make every effort to catch the man.

Governor Atkinson Reserves His Decision 
in the Case Until Monday, 


WANTS TO SEE EPH PETERS 


Peters Signed an Important Affidavit 
| in the Case. 


HE WAS SENT FOR BY THE GOVERNOR 


Sheriff Austin Failed To Show Up with 
Affiant—Governor Will Have Pe- 
ters Before Him Monday. 


Governor Atkinson has not yet decided 
the Perry case. He said late last night 
that he would not take up the matter 
again before Monday and did not know 
that he would conclude it on that day. 

The cause of the delay is the Peters affi- 
davit. The governor wants to see E. D. 
Peters, who made the affidavit, before he 
decides the fate of Perry. Peters's affi- 
davit is in dinect conflict with Mre. Perry’s 
affidavit and the governor wants to ques- 
tion the affiant in the former affidavit to 
learn certain facts that might have an im- 
portant -bearing on the case. 

Governor Atkinson directed Sheriff Aus- 
tin. of DeKalb, to have Peters at the ex- 
ecutive office by 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, but the sheriff failed to have the 
man before the governor by that time. The 
governor said that he would see Peters on 
Monday and ask him all about the affi- 
davit, which was not presented to the 
governor as evidence, but was seen by him 
in an article published in reference to the 
Perry case. 

Peters is a first cousin of Lanier and 
was present when the latter was shot by 
Perry. The affidavit he makes is to a 
conversation between himself and Mrs. 
Perry on Sunday preceding the murder. It 
was not admitted as evidence when Perry 
was tried and will.be considered by the 
governor in the same light as the other 
affidavits on evidence not admitted at the 
trial. 

Governor Atkinson spent yesterday in 
considering the case. He returned from 
Newnan at 11 o’clock and was busy with 
the case during the remainder of the day 
and until late in the evening. He stated 
that he would go to church today and 
would not think of the Perry appeal before 
Monday, when he will take it up for a last 
consideration. He is going very slowly in 
this matter, as he considers it a very im- 
portant case. He is taking under careful 
consideration every fact and every al- 
leged fact in the case. The chargé of 
Judge Candler at the time of the trial set 
an important precedent in regard to the 
question that ts mainly to be considered by 
ihe governor. 

Governoce Atkinson refuses to say one 
word about his probable action in the case. 
lie stated positively last night that he had 
not as yet determined upon any course. 

Mrs. Perry is hopeful. She told The Con- 
stitution reporter that she had implicit 
confidence in what the governor would do, 
and that she hoped her husband would be 
saved. 

A Talk with Mr. Peeples. 


Mr. H. C. Peeples, one of the attorneys 
for Perry, in a conversation concerning the 
published reports of the hearing for com- 
mutation of Perry’s sentence before the 
governor, said yesterday: 

“If the attorneys for Mr. H. 8. Perry 
made no reply to the incorrect statements 
mede in The Constitution of-thic morning 
as to the presentation by them to the gov- 
ernor of hjs w#pplication for commutation 
of sentence and of the positions taken by 
them, it might be supposed by some that 
s0ch statements met their approval. 

“it is stated that it has been the effort 
of the defense to have it appear that ‘Trout 
Was an entirely disinterested party who was 
rot a friend of Perry’s, but Governor At- 
Kinson’s close questioning brought out the 
admission that Trout was the son of the 
Trout who was Perry’s partner in business 
and he tigured in the trial of the prisoner. 
I'urther it is stated the aftidavit ot Trout 


_was promptly turned dcwn by the superior 


and supreme courts. Further, the report 
says: “lhe governor asked during the read- 
ing of the affidavit if the, deponent was 
related to the Trout wh estitied at the 
Perry trial.

It was never 
sought by Perry’s counsel to show that 
Perry did not know W. H. Trout. The very 
letter in which W. H. Trout informed Perry 
of the admissions made to said Trout 
by Lanier, and an exact copy of 
which letter was attached to the affidavit 
of Perry made in support of his motion 
for new trial on extraordinary grounds, 
shows ‘that Perry and W. H. Trout were 
acquaintances. There has been absolutely 
nothing appearing in evidence, either be- 
fore the courts or before the governor, to 
show that W. H. Trout and Perry were 
on terms of intimacy, while it has been 
shown by the affidavits of three citizens 
of Atlanta that W. H. Trout and Lanier 
were friends. 

“If by the statement that the affidavit 
of Trout was promptly turned down by the 
superior and supreme courts it is meant 
that the supreme court decided that under 
strict legal rules his evidence would not 
now be admissible in the courts, this is 
correct, but the report entirely falls to call 
attention to the fact that the illegal evi- 
dence admitted by Judge Candler, to-wit:

"his was the date set by the judge of 
the United States court for the southern 
district of Georgia, on which to hear the 
application for the appointment of receivers 
for eleven railroads in Georgia. The } 
tioners were Messrs. W. B. Sparks, C. Koa 
Stratton, Ben L. Jones, Marshall MT. 
Hatcher, Mayer Shoots, W. A. Davis & 
Co.. the Waxelbaum Company, the Ma- 
con Sash, Wood and Lumber Company and 

the Dunlap Hardware Company. They 
made an affidavit declaring that the South- 
ern railway controls certain other railroads 
in Georgia, and through such control pre- 
vents competition. Each petitioner swore 
that he had been d%amaged more than 2.00) 
by what was termed .the Southern’s mo- 
nopaly of the transportation business. 

No application was made for a receiver 
for the Southern itself, but receiverships 
were asked for those companies in whic: 
it was charged that the Southern owner- 
ship of stock was contrary to the policy of 
the state of Georgia. 

Judge A. L. Miller and MPF. Washington 
Dessau, of Macon, were here to represent 
the petitioners or orators, as they are 
styled in legal phraseology. The Southern 
railway was represented by Colonel W. H. 
Henderson, of Washington, the company’s 
general southern council; Mr. Albert How- 
ell, of Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, Atlanta; 
Colonel Nat Harris, of counsel, at Macon, 
and Mr. Marion Erwin, of Macon, spectal 
counsel. Judge John Hall represented the 
Georgia Southern and Florida. 

An Open Air Court. 

It was an al fresco hearing, held on the 
veranda of Judge Speer’s summer home, 
beneath the shade of majestic pines. Awn- 
ings and hammocks added to the color of 
this mid-summer picture, while a refreshing 
breeze made the lawyers congratulate them- 


selves that the court was not sitting in a: 


hot, stuffy room 1530 miles away to the 
south. Ten minutes in that veranda Was 


complete explanation of the judge’s reason 4 


for not hearing the case in Macon on an 
August> day. The court occupied an easy 
chair in one corner, while the lawyers and 
pacificos sat around in picnic style. A par- 
lor table or two served every purpose for 
books, few of which were in evidence. Off 
in the western horizon, twenty miles away, 
peak after peak of the Blue Ridge lifted its 
dim head through the pule blue haze. The 
judicial eye had a range of landscape ex- 
tending from Rabun Gap to Kennesaw, and 
a legal view from the case of Sutton’s hos- 
pital, in which Sir Edward Coke pro- 
nounced that popular maxim about corpo- 
rations being unable to commit treason, 
“for they have no souls,’’ down to the last 
decision in the Federal heporter. 

Went Up Voluntarily. 

The Southern railway had never been 
served with legal notice to appear, but 
as is seen from its array of counsel, it 
appeared. The petitioners promptly asked” 
the court to issue a rule nisi against the 
Southern, and show why a receiver or re- 
ceivers should not be appointed for mpads 
in which it has a controlling interest, if it 
has any good reason. 

At this the Southern’s attorney an- 
nounced that they had a demurrer to pre- 
sent. The orators said that it was not the 
time for a demurrer, and argued that the 
demurrer was premature. The only ques- 
‘tion for the court to consider was at the 
moment, they said, was that of issuing a 
rule nisi. This proved a bone of contention, 
over which the opposing lawyers scrapped 
'vigorously and Tong. One set declared that 
the judge had a perfsct right to issue the 
rule without hearing from the Southern 
‘at all. Reference was made to the action 
‘of the court in appointing a receiver on 
ex parte statements under the Rowena 
Clark bill. Later the court took note of 
‘this, and in deciding the points at issue, 
made some remarks in,. regard thereto 
which are decidedly interesting, ‘even at 
this late day. 

The Southern’s representatives stated 
that if the judge would not entertain the 
demurrer at that time, it Was desired that 
-the author of the demurrer should have an 
opportunity to argue it. 

“The demurrer was prepared by Hon. 
George F. Edmunds, of Vermont,”’ said 
Colonel Henderson. 

This was a surprise to the opposing coun- 
sel. Up to that moment they had not 
iknown that the greatest constitutichial 
lawyer in America had been engaged upon 
the case. 

This showed how important the Southern 
ecnsidered the case. Constitutional ques- 
tions are involved all the way through the 
,Macon case, and the railroad retained the 
leading expounder of constitutional law on 
‘this continent. It was stated that Senator 
EBdmunds has been sick and was unable 
to be in Mt. Airy today, but he ts improv- 
ing, and expects to resume practice very 
soon. 

When all the lawyers had taken a part 
in the argument, Judge Speer asked if any 


other gentieman desired to submit anything © 


for the court's consideration. 

It reminded one of a story told after a 
battle. One soldier, grievously wounded 
and suffering agony, begged his compan- 
fjons to put him out of his misery. One 
eympathetic comrade stepped over and cut 
the sufferer’s throat. Then turning to the 
other wounded men lying around, he in- 
quired: 

‘Is there any other gentleman here I can 
accommodate?’ 

No one responded. : 

Nor did any one respond to the court’s 
inguiry. 

Judge Specr broke the silence by pro- 
c2eding to announce his decision. 


Will Hear Both Together. 

‘IT think that th's is a matter of such mo- 
mint ana significance that the court should 
make haste slowly and proceed with very 
great caution with a view to a careful! con- 
servation of all the interests at stake on 
both sides. Now the bill does not, on its 
face, ask for a preliminary injunction or 
any interlocutory order. It is, however, 
framed in such manner that counsel for 
complainants ould at any time, if they 
see fit to do so, make such an application 
by calling to the attention of the court any 
exigent or urgent matter which would re- 
quire the extraordinary relief which a 
‘court of equity grants in such cases. 

“As the bill now stands it might very 
well go forward in accordance with the

What they have to say is this: That 
the bill upon its face does not show any 
ground for the equitable action of the court, 
the extraordinary and interlocutory action 
of the court, I should say, and indeed they 
say further that the bill shows no equity 
whatever, and that proper parties are not 
before the court, 

“Without going {nto the merits of the 
demurrer at all, it is before the court, and 
they say they desire to put it down for 
argument before any rule nisi shall be 
granted. I do not see how any harm can 
come to elther party from giving it that 
ciurse. I think we can very well put down 
the application for rule nis! and set down 
the demurrer at the same time, and hav: 
the matter disposed of at «ne sitting. Then 
if the demurrer which is offered as cause 
why the extraordinary application shoull 
not be granted js brought to the attention 
of the court the rights of the parties, thetr 
Various positions in the case, right to open 
and conclude and the like will not be nl- 
tered, and the court can take all together 
and decide the matter. 

“At the same time it need not by any 
order made now disturb or cause to fluc- 
tur.te the great values which are invelved 
in the securities owned by or controlled by 
the defendant company, many of which ate 
in the hands of innocent purchasers, nor 
need we unduly excite in the same way 
the operatives ‘who are connected with the 
railroads, or bring about any commotion 
in the business world, all of which might 
result from a formal order of a character 
which possibly would create the pubile {m- 
pression that the court was going to take 
urgent and exigent action. 1 think, there- 
Us to pursue is to put the case down for 
hearing for all mptions which may be de- 
sired to be made in the matter, whether 
application for extraordinary relief or 
otherwise, at as early a day as may. be 
convenient to all parties concerned. 

The Central Receivership. 

Now Judge Speer came to the point about 
the Rowena Clarke. bl!, und he said with 
emphasis: ‘I may remark, this case on its 
face, so. far as the extraordinary action of 
the court is sought or may be sought, is al- 
together different, as T understand it, from 
cases Which stand in the same category 
as that of Rowena Clarke. There the 
property of the Central Railreod and Bank- 
ing Company of Georgia was in the havds 
of trespassers. They d'd not have a seratch 
of the pen to show as their title to hold it. 
The complaint was by a stockholder. The 
properties of the Central Ralflroad and 
Banking Company had been transferred by 
lease to the Georgia Pacific, an Insolvent 
corporation, whieh was under the control 
of the Riechmond Terminal Company, and 
the Richmond and Danville, another com- 
pany. under the control of the Riehmond 
Terminal, had formally taken over the 
lease without giving any semblance of au- 
thority or title for doing so and was col- 
lecting its {ncome. Not only dd the com- 
pany fail to produce any title for its he!d- 
ing, and formally admitted in eourt that it 
had no title, but it had also failed to pay 
the first installment-of rental due the Cen- 
tral railroad stoekho'ders until it practieal- 
ly extorted from General Alexander. the 
nominal president, about a million dollars’ 
worth of Boston and Savannah steamship 
stock belonging to the Central stoekho!ders. 
by means of which !{t seemed the money 
was raised to pay the first rental due the 
Central stockholders for the lease of their 
road. 

“Then, besides, the operatives had not 
been paid for several months—the train 
hands, the locomotive engineers and con- 
ductors, and everybody~and the whol 
thing was going to ruin as fast as it eould 
possibly. The court was obliged to take 
immediate action in that case and Ap- 
point.a receiver, Cases of that kind. would 
naturally require more sudden and urgent 
action than is required here, where I be- 
lieve all the counsel concede there Is no ne- 
cessity for such exigent proeeeding”’

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| DIVORCES, AND THE 


REASONS S FOR THEM 


A Strong and 1 Interesting Analysis 
_ of Some of the Defects of Our 
Matrimonial Alliances and 
Their Sad Results. 


A generation ago a divorcee sult was an 
isolated and an unusual proceeding—a vol- 
canic outburst whose undulations spread 
consternation and panic throughout the 
stolid crest of a conventional society. 
Today, “they met, they loved, they wedded, 
they parted,”’ is an epitome o of conditions 
and a sequence of events 80 famillar to 
the public that it might be considered nec? 


essary ‘to apologize for touching upon #& 


so self-evident and mattgr of 
course. However, paradoxic al as it may 
seem. the things with which we are most 
familiar are oftentimes the very things we 
least understand. Let us analyze this sub- 
ject and expose the matnsprings of this 
widespreag reaction and unrest. 

Much as it may be deplored, the fact 
can no longer be denied or diguised that 
such unrest and discord ts daily increasing 
and that the uncanny monster—the divorce 
court—has become a necessary adjunct of 
modern eot¢lety.

The antiquated and gene- 
rally accepted fallacy, that opposites at- 
tract, or, that: ‘Like disliké® like, and dis- 
like likes like,””’ has wrought more misery 
in the world than all the wars of modern 
times. The saying true enough.in it 
proper sense, is but a catchy expression 
of a physical fact—the positive and nega- 
tive properties of the ultimate particles of 
matter—but, a fact which can never be 
followed beyond the pale of the vhysical 
and material, without transgressing the 
very essence of its meaning and inviting 
disaster.

It is a fact fully attested 
by the grim experience of mankind, that 
Olland water areas easily blended as two 
heterogeneous and unequal temperaments.

Explorers Find Interesting Relics on 
the Island of San Nicolas. 

A party of relic hunters, says The San 
Francisco Chroncle, recently landed on 
the island of San N'coles, and discovered 
rreny relics, which they breught back. 

The Clemente went after the party last 
week, but owing to a severe gale in the 
channel was unable .to effect a landing 
urtil yesterday. The party found eighty- 


seven skulls buried in the sand of the iIsl- 
und, but were only eble to secure three 
entire They made one excavation twenty 
feet square, in which they found nine skel- 
etons in a crouching attitude, as though 
men, women and children had been buried > 
alive. In another place they found the 


remains’ of hundreds of bodies who had 
been burled, ar.d some of the party believe 
that cremation was practiced by the an- 
clent people of the island. 

Positive evidence was found that the 
island was inhabited by two or more dif- 
ferent races in the dim past, one of which 
was of great size, a peculiar characteris- 
tic being gigantic jaw bones. Some of the 
specimens are almost large enough to slip 
over the head of an ordinary man. Mr, 
Longfellow, the leader of the party, speak- 
ing of the trip, said: 

“One of the most interesting relics 
trought back by us was part of a skeleton 
of a large man in whose baenes a long 
bone spear-point was sticking. In the 6hat- 
tered skull was a bie round stone used &s 
a war implement. Tle spear passed through 


the heart and entirely through the shoul- 
der blade. I am sure that two different 
races fought and died on the island, as 
most of the bodies were of moderate size, 
while some were almost giants. The latter 
Were always in isolated gruves. We found 
many implements and weapons of stone, 
but all are very crude and show almost no 
clramentation.” 


Mr. Longfellow says the island tn a large 
part along the coast sand and powder- 
ed shell, which tne Indians in some Way 
made into cement. This they mo'ded into 
various utensils, which are far harder 
that basalt. On the island ere hundreds of 
small red foxes.
